France is quieting down somewhat from 
the revolutionary attitude occasioned by the 
Panama scandal. The last of the Deputies 
implicated was examined yesterday, and for 
the next ten days there will be no new reve- 
lations, at least nothing official.

BOTH GREAT COMPOSERS EAGER TO WIN 


TRIUMPHS WITH NEW MUSIC. 
LoxpDoN, Dec. 81.—Verdi, the great com- 
poser, who, in his long lifetime has seen one 
school of music rise and another fallinto 
semi-decline, has ‘ust taken a journey to 
Milan to superintend the production of his 
new opera ‘‘falstaff.’’ In spite of his great 
age, he is as eager and intense over this 
new child of his fancy as Mascagni, 
the young, is over his latest. Something 
of the querulousness of old age has 
added tothe natural querulousness of the 
musician and he has wrapped his new opera 
about with extraordinary precautions of 
secrecy. Nota line of the score is to be seen, 
the mise en scene is kept a profound secret, 
and the only thing known of the libretto is 
that it has been drawn by Bolto from Shak- 
speare’s *‘Henry lv.“ and ‘‘Merry Wives of 
Windsor.“ There are ten principal parts, 
two sopranos, one mezzo, one contralto, 
three tenors, two baritonées and one basso. 
The singers have all been selected by Verdi 
himself, and beginning to-morrow the opera 
will be gone over with the minutest care, It 
will be produced just a month from to- 
morrow’s rehearsal. 

Meanwhile Mascaxzni is not idle, and his 
new opera, ‘‘Radcliffe,’’ will have its first 
showing in March. The young composer is 
working as hard over it as his volatile nature 
will permit. Since the production of 1 
Rantzan’’ people are asking why be does not 
‘Stick to melodrama, which made him 
famous. When asked that question last 
week he said: *‘How on earth am Ito go on 
writing melodramas if by melodramas you 
mean works like ‘Cavalleria Rusticana?’ To 
begin with, it is the hardest thing 
in the world to get a 
libretto. In *Cavalleria’ I found a 
treasure. and when I find another one of the 
Same sort—or, at least, one as spirited and 
dramatic—why then I will do my Dest to 
write another ‘‘Cavalleria.’’ But, then, 
there is another thing—the public taste. If I 
had followed my first success with an opera 
of the same sort, I should have had to put 
still more pepper in it or it would have 
seemed flat. 

Now. one last question, have you any 
Gefinnite musical policy? Are you working 
to further any particular views or aims for 
the future of Italian music?’’ 

Now, leaving out of the qusstion all the 
idea of musical inspiration and so on, I could 
not stand the nervous strain that is involved 
in writing two such operas one after 
another. I love my work, Dut it is 
frightfully exhausting. Even a thing like 
1 Rantzan,’ which you call idyllic and 
gentie, takes a tremendous deal of energy 
out of me,’’ and looking at his worn face and 
his air of general weariness one could well 
believe it. So, you see, [have thought it 
better to give a little rest both tothe public 
and to myself by varying the styles of my 
operas. The one that will be done next, 
*Willilam Radcliffe,’is melodramatic enough to 
By the way, let mo be honest 
about that. 1 see that itis spoken of as a 
new opera, but as amatterof fact it was 
written seven years ago when I was 22.

Caprivi's Skill in Handling the 
German Army Bill. 


Chancellors Open Threat Has 
Aroused the Whole Nation.

POLITICAL MEETINGS AND CONFER- 
ENCES HELD EVERYWHERE 


An Undercurrent of Sentiment in Favor 
ot a Compromise—Trouble Anticipated 
Over the Educational Act-—Emperor 
William’s Speech to Be Delivered To- 
Day—Criticisms of His Course May 8e 
Denounced as Libels—Berlin News. 


BERLIN, Dec. 31.—All Germany is aroused 
over the contest in Parllamenton the army 
bill. Since the official organ announced that 
Chancellor Von Caprivi would concede noth- 
ing to the opponentsof the measure, and 
that if the Reichstag refused to grant the 
funds necessary to augment the army ef- 
fectively the Government would resort to the 
rigorous practice of three years service, the 
agitation throughout the country bas be- 
come aggravated. The Government’s men- 
ace is designed tothrill every family circle 
inthe Empire. The usage at present ob- 
served sends home the men serving their 
third year inthearmy six, and often seven, 
months before the expiration of their time. 

The threat to enforce the full period of ser- 
vice placés the Reichstaginan invidious po- 
sition. If it refuses to augment the effective 
strength of the army in return for a reduc- 
tlon in the service period the Government 
can place the responsibility for the 
unpopular measure on the hostile majority. 
This, as will be readily seen, is a skillful 
stroke of statesmanship or politics, on the 
part of Caprivi, and it has aroused the rage 
of the Clerical and Freisinnige parties, who, 
in the meantime, defy the menace held out 
by the Government and declare that nothing 
will modify their opposition to the bill. 

THE NATION AROUSED. 

The excitement that has been caused by 
the Ohancellor’s threat is seen in the un- 
wonted number af political meetings and 
political reunions held everywhere in the 
country. So deep is the interest in these 
gatherings that they present far more at- 
tractions to the citizens generaliythan the 
New Year festivities, which are consequently 
put in the background. Underneath the 
mutual deflances thereisa strong, though un- 
seen, current of desire to effect a compromise. 
Neither the Centrist nor the Freissinnige 
party desires a dissolution of the Keichstag. 
The Government’s bluster badly conceals of- 
ficial anxiety to get the bill accepted with 
any mociicatiocius, short of abandoning the 
leading points. At the last meeting of the 
Reichstag Committee of twenty-eight, which 
is considering the bill, the compromise mem- 
bers, who had theretofore been working se- 
cretly, openly showed their hands. Several 
Centrists, who were supposed to be impla- 
cably opposed to the measure, supported the 
suggestions made by the Conservative mem- 
bers, which pointed to an agreement. In of- 
ficial circles itis expected that the Govern- 
ment will score a triumph, and this expecta- 
tion does not falter, because it is based ona 
knowledge of inside facts. 

The Landtag will resume its sittings on 
Jan. 10. The Prussian Ministry having ven- 
tured to adopt the decree of Count Von Zed- 
litz-Trutzschier, formerly Minister of Public 
Instruction, making religious instruction at 
the schools obligatory, another flery educa- 
tional ght is inevitable. It was this decree 
that lea to Count Von Zedlitz-Trutzschler’s 
resignation. Dr. Von Besse, his successor, 
took office under the generel belief that tne 
decree had been canceled and would never 
more be heard of. It is understood that Em- 
peror Willlam influenced the ministers to try 
to revive the decree. 

The National Zeitung says that if Dr. Von 
Boase persists in the attempt to deprive 
parents of their privilege to regulate the re- 
u gious instruction of their children he will 
meet the fate of his predecessor and will be 
compelled toretire from office under a re- 
doubled load of contempt. 

The freisinnige Zeitung advises parents to 
send their chilagren to their religious exer- 
cises and to defy the decree, relying upon 
the tribunals of the law to pronounce the ob- 
jectionable order a violation of the consti- 
tution, which guarantees liberty of con- 
science. N 
THE KAISER’S SPEECH. 

The New Year speech which the Emperor 
will probably deliver to-morrow does not ex- 
cite anticipation as to what he will have to 
say. Itis generally believed that the grand 
official circle that will meet in the paiace to- 
morrow will hear his majesty allude to the 
attacks that have been recently made on the 
administration of the army, which attacks 
had their origin in the charges made by 
Rector Ahlwardt. 

The group of generals who will attend the 
reception willexpect to hear some soothing 
reference to the admirable condition of tlie 
troops. Ifthe Emperor should denounce the 
criticism of high oMiciais as unjustifiable 
libels, certain personages will be gratified. 
The Ahwardt charges which are now being 
disposed of, are as nothing compared with 
the accusations the Liberal press is 
ready to make if it only dared. 
The Emperor has been warned that 
there is a tendency current to 
attack the army administration, as is evi- 
denced in*to-day’s issue of the JV 
waerts, ‘the leading organ of the 
Socialists, and it is expected that he 
wilt give an explicit direction as to how 
newspapers presuming to assail all the repu- 
tions of high dignitaries shall be dealt with. 
Hismajesty is still sore over the Ahlwardt 
affair, and is intensely irritated because of 
the articles inthe Vorwaerts. It is reported 
that the prosecution of that newspaper is 
impending.

MOREY AND INFLUENCE IN &IGH 
QUARTERS AT THEIR COMMAND. 


The Royalists Said to Have Renewed 
Their Efforts to Put the Duke of Or- 
leans on the French Throne—No Fears 
Felt by the Government—The Commit- 
tee ct Safety—Italy Swinging Away 
From the Triple Allfanoce. 


Paris, Dec. 81.—The Nihilists of Paris have 
been waltingforan opportunity to avenge 
themselves on the French Government for 
its severity to Russian Reds in 1889 when it 
prosecuted and imprisoned several of them 
for making their bombs within the French 
border. They have money and influence 
in high quarters and dave there- 
fore such facilities for spreading destruc- 
tion as the Anarchists could never 
command. Fromthem the Anarchists cap 
procure gratis au the explosives and infernal 
machines desired as well as information how 
the campaign can be conducted most advan- 
tageously. Several Nihilists are belleved to 
have been Implicated inthe explosion of 
Thursday at the Prefecture of Police, but so 
far the poliee have been unable to lay hands 
on them. The Nibilists belleve that by over- 
throwing the present Government they win 
not only show their power, and thus 
warn other governments against interfering 
with them, but also will put an end to the 
alllance between the Czar andthe French 
nation. The Paris police have made an ef- 
fortto conceal the truth, while they work 
without success, by arresting a Boulangist 
agent. The object of this move is to bolster 
up the Cabinet. The police believe that by 
attaching the first odlumof the explosion to 
an anti-governme party they will 
strengthen, temporarily at least, the hands 
of Ribot, 

WANT A CLEAN SWEEP. 

The Anarchists will have nothing to do 
with suffrage. To vote is, according to them, 
to play the game of the middle class—which 
they hate more than all others. The artisan 
whocalls himself not ah anarchist, but a 
q revolutionist, will vote—but only for men 
who have never been in office of any kind. 
He wants a clean sweep and a new 
deal. He will not vote for his own 
leaders, for M. Calelinet, M. Vaillant and 
men of that stamp, whoare and have been 
office-holders, or not so tong as he hasa 
chance of electing anybody else. They are 
organizing on that basis all over Paris, The 
Committee of Public Safety’is to have dele- 
gates of sub-cémmittees in each of the 
eighty sections; so dre the artisan revolu: 
tionists, and it is yet to be seen how far they 
will differ. Their alleged objects are, how- 
ever, perfectly distinct. The Maison du 
Peuple lot organize street demonstrations, 
Their rivals organize to bring voters re the 
polis, 

Ihe loss of Russia's friendship will ia a Se- 
vere blow to France. While the northern 
power is swinging away from France, Italy 
will be slowly drifting away from the Triple 
Alliance. The latest development of this 
movement is the more friendly attitude of 
King Humbertand his cabinet toward the 
Vatican. In fact on Jan. 1 the goverument 
willhavea new newspaper organ devoted 
exclusively tothe cultivation of better rela- 
tions between the Catholic Church and the 
Roman State. The name of the newspaper 
wlll be Public Sentiment. 

PLOTTING FOR POWER. 

The Orlednists have by no means 
abandoned the hope of régaining the 
throne of France through a revulsion in Re- 
publican sentiment caused by the revela- 
tions in the Panama affair. What the pres- 
ent intentions of the Orleanists are it would 
be hard to say, but it is evident that some 
project. is contemplated that is in- 
tended to lead to the overturning 
of the Republic and the establishment 
of a monarchy. fhe Count of Paris 
has telegraphed to his son,the Dukeof Or. 
leans, whois now traveling in Indo-China, 
to hasten his return, m order that he may 
take part in the deliberations ofthe Orleans 
party. In English circles it is believed that 
there is no chance of the machinations of the 
French Royalists and Imperialists proving 
successful. It is thought that the French 
Government, by pursuing those implicated 
in the Panama scandal to punishment will 
establish the Republic on sounder foundations 
than before and willrender suchan evil as 
the Panama affair hereafter impossible.

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GIVES LIKE A KING. 


George W. Vanderbilt’s Donation to the 
World of Art. 


HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLAR EXHIBI- 
TION HALL A NEW YEAR’S PRESENT. 


American Society of Fine Arts the Re- 
cipients of His Splendid Offering—A 
Famous Paris Building Reproduced— 
Named After the Munificent Donor— 
Description ofthe Structure. 


New Tonx, Dec. 81.—George W. Vander- 
Dilt yesterday made the American Fine Arts 
Society a New Year’s gift of his private ex- 
hibition gallery, which he recently bullt on 
West Fifty-eighth street in the rear of the so- 
clety’s new building on West Fifty-seventh 
street. The gift is valued at $100,000. That 
is what it cost to purchase the ground 
and erectthe puilding. Mr. Vanderbilt per- 
sonally brought the deed to the soclety’s 
bullding at 8:30 p. m. yesterday, and a meet 
ing of the Board of Trustees was called at 4 
toactupon it. At this meeting resolutions 
were passed accepting the gift and 
naming it the Geo. W. Vanderbilt Gallery. 
The gallery has just been completed and was 
formally opened to the public on Dec, 3, at 
the time of the opening of the new Fine Arts 
Bullding. 

It is probably the finest gallery of its kind 
in the country. It has a frontage of seventy- 
five feet on Fifty-eighth street and a depth 
of fifty-seven feet. It is a two-story 
bullding, with entrances on Fifth-eighth 
street and a private entrance into the Fine 
Art Building. The lower floor is devoted to 
a handsome supper-room, which also can be 
used by the modeling classes of the Art Stu- 
dents’ League, under the instruction of 
Augustus St. Gaudens. The facade is of light 
brick and terra cotta and the design is Ital- 
lan renaissance, It has two handsome 
entrances, one for the public and the 
other for the reception of pictures, The gal- 
lery itself is a practical reproduction of the 
Georges Petit gallery on Rue de Seze in Paris, 
just off the Boulevard de la Madelelone. 
When Mr. Vanderbilt conceived the idea he 
determined to take the Georges Petit gallery 
for a model, that bullding being considered 
by French and Americanartists the most 
perfect of its kind in existence. Mr. 
Vanderbilt hagreproduced it as nearly as the 
dimensions ofthe land allow. The area ot 
the floor space, the dimensions of the sky- 
light, the height of the ceiling and the curya- 
ture of the cone correspond with the meas- 
urements of the Petit gallery. Henry J. 
Hordenbergh was the architect and with him 
were associated Walter C0. Hunting and John 
O. Jacobsen. Thesame architects designed 
the new fine arts building, 

The idea of erecting this building came to 
Mr. Vanderbilt when it was proposed to hola 
a loan exhibition in Madison Square Garden, 
which project was abandoned on aceount of 
the great cost of rearranging the private 
gallery where loan exhibitions could be held 
from time to time, but he carefully concealea 
his intentions of presenting it tothe Fine Arte 
Society, The Fine Arts Society purchased the 
land on which its new building is located on 
May 8, 1890, Mr. Vanderbilt was unable to 
get the land adjoining until July 13, 1891. As 
the gallery neared completion Mr. Vander- 
bilt suggested connecting the two buildings 
by large folding doors between the main =

The Architectural League of New York {s 
allied with the Society of Fine Arts and 
joined with it in the conStruction of the new 
building. The architects will give their 
eighth annual exhibition in the bullding 
next week in honor ofthe event. They held 
their baaquet last night. It was to have 
taken place in the large hall of the 
main aer. but after the fact of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s gift had become known the tables 
were transferred at the last momentto the 
hall of the Vanderbilt gallery, where Presi- 
dent Butler officialiy announced the gift. 
George W. Vanderbilt is the youngest son of 
the late Wiiliam H. Vanderbilt. He is only | 
80 years old and has spent his time during the 
last ten years chiefly in artistic and literary 
research, White he does not promise to 
bring much famete the family through fol- 
lowing the paths of business so successfully 
trod by his forefathers and brothers, he is 
regarded with much vor by his brothers 
and sisters as being the only literary and 
scholarly inclined member of the family, He 


cares little for society. Onthe death of his 


father George W. Vanderbilt fell heir to $20,- 
000,000. He does not live up to his income, 
and is now worth over $25,000,000, This 
is invested in rallroad stocks and government 
sectrities and nets him an annua) 
income of at least $1.000,000. It is said that he 
spends less than $25,000 a year on himself. He 
is the heir of the old homestead op 
Fifth avenue With its thousands of 
art treasures in paintings, statuary, 
tapestries and furniture, all of which 
is valued at $4,900,000, Mr. Vanderbilt re- 
turned only a few days ago from Japan, 
where he spent a couple of months. He 
brought home a large coliection of valuabie 
curlos, Mr. Vanderbilt is still a bachelor and 
is said to have a horror of mothers with mar- 
riagable daughters. In dress he is directiy 
the reverse of ostentatious and wears little 
or no jewelry. He never would attract at- 
tention in a crowd and has carefulty con- 
tracted a habit of making himself as incon- 
Spicuous as possible.

The case 
came to the attention ofthe managers of the 
home, and though she was unable to perform 
much work they decided to take herasa 
servant. Mary gotalong quite wellat her 
new home until she was taken sick about 
three weeksago. Shedid not complain and 
it was a great surprise when the night nurse 
at the home iscovered om the night 
of Dec. 11 that she had given’ birth to a 
child in her little hall room on the third 
floor of the building. The Bethesda Hpme is 
full of babies, that is there are about thirty 
there, anda majority ofthem are crying at 
all times. But the nurses know their voices 
and the night nurse was nonplused when 
she hearda faint and unfamiliar wall that 
came from upstairs, 

She instituted a search and found the 
weeping babe in bed with Mary. But the 
nurse’s sirprises were not at ad end. The 
poor little infant was bieeding from wounds

O’FLAHEBTY ABSOLVED FROM EX-} 


COMMUNICAFION, ' 


He Was Suspended at Auburn, N. T., by 
Bishop McQuaid—The Story of the 
Suspension and the Mob Violencs 
Which Resulted From It-What the 
Pope’s Representative Says. 


Rocursrzn, N. T., Dec. Bi. -M gr. Satolll) 
was at the Catholic Untversity to-day when | 


the correspondent called and affirmed. the 
report that he had reinstated Fr. 
O' Flaherty of Auburn, who was suspended 
from the priesthood by ~° Bishop 
McQuaid twenty-four years ago. His action 
was brought about, he sald, through cor- 
respondence between Bishop McQuaid, the 
Geposed priest and himself. Mgr. Satolli 
said that no formal decision 
hed been prepared or rendered 
and when a man had been forgiven 
for a sin a lengthy decision was 
unnecessary. „Father O’Fiaherty’’ he 
said, has just been absolved from ex-- 
communication. This reinstates bim tothe 
full privileges which he enjoyed before the 
sentence, and restores him the right to say 
mass. 

The reporter called on Bishop McQuaid in 
the Episcopal residence, No, 10 Frank street, 
and hesaid: I have nothing to say for pub- 
lication,’’ 

When asked if Fr. O’Flaherty would be al- 
lowed to return to the Diocese of Rochester, 
the Bishop replied: have a to 
say. ee 

The story of Father Sn suspen- 
sion dates back to the initial days of 
Bishop McQuaida’s episcopate, The Bishop 
was consecrated July 12, 1868, and 
upon entering upon his duties found 
the Rev. Thomas O'Flaherty, pastor 
of the Church of the Holy Family at 
Auburn, to which he had been ap- 
pointed four years before by | Bishop} 
Temon of Buffalo, whose diocese extended 
over the territory now comprised in the Dio- 
cese of Rochester. The Church ofthe Holy 
Family was in a bad condition, and 
the congregation was at odds 
with the pastor. In Aug., 1868, 
the Bishop divided the parish and made part 
of it into St: Mary's. Matters went no bet- 
ter and in February, 1869, the Bishop 
transferred Fr. O'Flaherty to. Penn 
Yan and appointed the Rev, M. 


Kavanaugh of Seneca Falls, pastor of the 
Holy Family. Father O' laherty —— 
that he never received the eg 
letter. In any event 85 he 
Bishop went to Auburn he was 
greeted by a mob, On Sunday morning,when 
he went to Holy Irinity with Fr. Kavanaugh, 
he found the church oecupied by Fr. O’ Flan- 
erty sympathizers, who refused to allow.

revious Sunday the Bishop withdrew to St. 

lary’s where he preached a sermonon the 
trtuble at Holy Family. After detall- 
ing certain financidl irregularities the Bishop 
continued: 

**l have not been able to obtain the items 
of these various charges. Finding that Fr. 
O'Flaherty would not give them to 
me I deemed it my dut to ro- 
move him from his Sate. And 
then [ supposed that the — or hooks of 
thechurch would come into my possession 
and I would be able to understand 
what items had made up these 
various charges and how it was 
thatthis large, numerous, able congrega- 
tion was ungble to meet current expenses. 
Have I cause, havel right, have I justice on 
my side in effecting a change in the 
pastorship of the Church of the Holy Trinity 
when its pastor is unable to meet 
ts current expenses. But there 
are reasons weightler lar than 
any I have given you which Rev. Thomas 
O’ Flaherty can hear whenever he chooses to 
come before the council of the 
diocese of iochester, his brother 
priests then and there to stand. trial 
for graver offenses than these; now 
my friends do not suppose l exercised my 
power as bishop without long and severe 
thought withoat feeling 1 hada duty to ful- 
nll to my God and to the people interested in 
my charge.’

Gronemeyer, a butcher who occuptes a stall 
onthe South Side of the market, observed a 
negro emerge from the rear of his ice 
chest, carrying an overcoat, which had been 
stolen from the rear of the stall. With 
a cry of Stop thief’’ he gave 
chase, and with the assistance 
of several of the other butchers soon 
captured the would-be robber. A policeman 
was sent for, andinthe meantime the thief 
era locked up in anice chest for safe Keep- 
ng. 

For the past week or so several little 
articles, including some overcoats, have been 
inissed from dffferent stalls, and the captive 
of yesterday was immediatelx credited 
with all the thefts that have occurred. 
In the interval before the arrival of the om 
cer the prisoner was taken from the ice 
chest every few moments and warmed 8 by 
each victim of his past depredations in 
style truly Sullivanesque, and, as a cones- 
quence, he presented a much pattered * 
pearance when he was Onally nanded over to 
Officer Langen.

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THE FOERSTEL FIASCO. 


The acceptance of the resignation of 
Treasurer Foerstel by the Council last 
night is public notice that any crime may 
be committedin any office of trust and 
honor in this city and the official responsi- 
ble for it may avoid the consequences of 
his misconduct and be given the equiva- 
lent of a certificate of faithful service from 
the administration. 

Only two Councilmen, Messrs. Sloan 
and Cullinane, voted against the accept- 
ance, and ten, President Walbridge and 
Messrs. W. M. Horton, Nelson Cole, M. 
M. Flesh, Andrew Hoolan, John C. Ben- 
siek, Wm. T. Anderson, Albert Arnstein, 
Charles E. Wehner and E. F. W. Meier, 
were the willing victims of Judge Lubke’s 
sharp practice in behalf of Foerstel and 
placed themselves on record as indorsers 
of an official wrong-doer. The fact 
that nearly all of the Councilmen 
in this list who pose as models of respec- 
tadility are eager seekers for higher official 
honors and are anxious for the favor 
of Foerstel’s hoodlum friends accounts 
probably for the remarkable combination 
of the Puritans and the ‘‘push’’ in behalf 
of official felony and inefficiency. 

What effect the acceptance of Foerstel’s 
resignation may have upon further pro- 
ceedings, criminalor civil, against him 
and what effect it will have upon his lia- 
bility should his bondsmen defeat the suit 
against them is a matter for legal deter- 
mination. It makes little difference what 
the effect upon further proceedings against 
Foerstel or any other official is, as none are 
likely to be instituted. 

As the situation now stands the treasury 
has been robbed of $64,000. Whether the 
Treasurer participated in the crime is not 
known, but there is the strongest evi- 
dence that he knew of it and consented to 
its concealment. No steps have been 
taken to prosecute him. No steps have 
been taken to recover on his bond. It is 
known that an attempt was madeto burn 
the City Hall for the purpose of destroying 
the evidence of the robbery. No steps have 
been taken to discover whether the 
Treasurer had any part in that crime or 
who wasimplicated in it. It is known 
that the Treasury defalcation was made 
possible through the violation of law and 
the neglect of duty by supervising offi- 
cials. Nosteps have been taken to punish 
them for their misconduct. On the other 
hand Councilmen to whom citizens havea 
right to look for the support of law and 
decency, consent to the condonement of 
wrong-doing and the promotion of crime 
and inefficiency. 

We present the facts to the considera- 
tion of the people of St. Louis. Is it any 
wonder that unspeakable rottenness per- 
meates their municipal government?

At 9:12 o’clock he 
fixed his diving suit again and, taking a pall 
containing eight cartridges, descended to 
drive them into the holes that had been 
armed for them last week. After 
he had been gone a moment or two John 
Leary, another diver, who was holding the 
signal line that connected Fairchild with the 
surface, heard a slight sound as of 
a stone dropping oy the far end of the pier. 
There was no agitation of the 
water near the signal line andthe alr tubes, 
but Leary, thinking this noise might 
have come from beneath the surface, sig- 
nalled to Fairchild, but got no answer. He 
Signalied again and as there was still no 
answer he ordered ihe men to 
pull Fairchild up. When his body 
clad in the huge suit appeared above the 
crush of ice it was seen to belimp. They un- 
backlied his helmet and saw just 
underneath his chin a Small gush. 
His head hung limp and his 
heart, so far as the men could tell, was not 
beating. Anambuilance and a doctor came 
from the Chambers Street Hospital. The 
doctor said that Fairchtid was dead. His 
neck had been broxen by the 
sharp jerk of the heavy iron collar of his 
helmet. Inafew minutes they brought up 
the pall and wooden rammer. in 
the pail were four of the six 
cartridges. unexploded, It must have 
been that Fairchild drove in one cartridge 
and exploded the other accidentally as he 
was stooping over ramming itin. The hammer 
driven back against his body, struck the iron 
collar of his diving suſlt and threw it against 
his chin 80 forciDiy that his neck 
was broken. The other divers were of

He found $7,000 or $8,000 on 
the ocean bottom, but this was hardly 
enough to cover the expenses. His 
home is at 477 Hudson street, but his 
wite and four chiidren are visiting in Bridge- 
port.

DR. DIBRELL’S CONCLUSIONS, 


Dr. James A. Dibrell,one of the most prom- 
inent physiciansin this city, who has been 


investigating the cause of the epideniic at 
the penitentiary, says that none of 
the convicts ‘have . of arsenical 
pecans In the case pene, who died 

Friday morning after being ill only ten hours, 
he says he saw him after he bad reached the 
collapsed condition and noticed his dis- 
charges were expelled with force. Vomiting 
had ceased on his arrival. In his opinion 
deceased died from choleroid disease, and in 
the absence of any known or probabid source 
of cholera infection was doubtless due to some 
such cause as pollution, ete, The symptoms 
were identical with those of cho era, and 
there could, not be differentiated from 
those of cholera, unless there was a known 
source of infection on bacteriological 
investigation. Hefurthersays: ‘‘l was in- 
formed that the deceased, the day before his 
death, ate some spoiled pickled beets whieh 
had been thrown out on a pile of filth and 
manure in the northwest corner of 
the yard, but the patient himself said 
he only ate one mouthfal. I was in hopes 
that this might be found to be the cause 
of his sickness, but a number of other con- 
victs ate of these beets and in larger quantity 
and remain well to this E AR = pile of 
filth and the adjacent hog would add 
to the gravity of cholerol “disease when 
there is a tendency that way, even if it 
did not contaminate the water supply which 
within the walls is obtained from cisterns. I 
have not thought that it has had anything to 
do with the cases thus far. From informa- 
tion obtained from convicts and guards 
I learned that at Helena the slops 
were emptied near, and in some instances, 
into a pool from which some of the drinking 
water was obtained, but the principal sup- 
ply was obtained froma running brook near 
by, and that this branch flowed through the 
city of Helena and its principal sewer. If it 
should be established that arsenic was nota 
factor in the outbreak of the disease in the 
campthe above facts arealone sufficient to 
account for the trouble there.“ 

A telegram was received to-night by Gov. 
Eagle from Dr. Robertson, the prisoner phy- 
sician now in St. Louls, in which he Says the 
tests Made inthe examination of the viscera 
ofthe twoconvicts he carried there failed to 
reveal any trace of arsenical poisoning. 

* IMPORTANT ARRESTS MADE. 

This afternoon the police arrested B. 3, 
Chism, Secretary ot State; W. E. Atkinson, 
Attorney-General; members of the Peniten- 
tiary Board Prison Inspector Carroll, S. X. 
Apperson, one of the lessees of the peniten- 
tiaryand Calvin Pemberton. warden of the 
prison, on the charge of violating the 
sanitary ordinances of the city, the arrests 
being made at the instance of Mayor 
Fleteher. The defendants appeared beforethe 
police court at 8 o’clock this afternoo and 
all the cases, with the exception of one 
against Apperson, was continued until Mon- 
day. Apperson was fined §25 for conducting 
slaughter -house within the city limits. 

Physicians here who have investigated the 
cause of thedeaths of the fourteen convicts 
say itis duetocholeraic diarrhea.

The 
theory that aisenic was placed in the food 
supplied the convicts at Helena is now ridi- 
culed by every physician inthis city. This 
mornining, when the prison authorities at- 
tempted to remove the dump pile in the n · 
iteritiary inclosure, they were forbidden 
from ats so by the Bard ot Health.

Whitney and the 
President-elect are perhaps only acting as 
Silent partners and legal and financial 
advisers, Whitney, however, 1s a man of 
great wealth and à recognized — er in the 
financial world, As to Lee, Higginson & 
Oo. they are one of the largest banking firms 
in the country and they have handled a great 
deal of St. Louis stocks, and with in- 
variable profit to themselves. It is an estab- 
lished fact that most of the stock of the 
Suburban Road is in the hands of a syndicate 
represented by that firm, andit is also well 
understood that they usually apply their 
holding to the very best advantage. Any 
general consolidation and transfer system 
would tend, it is belleved, to 1 the 
conditions here rather than otherwise 

THE MYSTERIOUS TRACTION COMPANY. 

The local evidencés of a consolidating tend- 
ency are many, and when gathered together, 
form a very formidable array of arguments. 
To begin with the St. Louis Traction Co. has 
been incorporated with a nominal "capital. 
The company 1s organise? for the » purpose of 
conducting the business trans- 
porting passengers means of 
the various modes of street 
railroad traffic. This traction company is 
ultimately intended to be the sponge which 
will absorb all the lines necessary to a big 
co-operative system of roads here. 

Mr. John Scullin, already conspicuous in 
the traction company as an officer, had un 
amendment passed in the Municipal Assem- 
bry permitting him to issue transfer tickets 
over the Benton & Bellefontaine road from 
the Union Depot lines as soon as the Unigqn De- 
pot company shall have gained control of the 
said Benton & Bellefontaine Line.

There is little credence attached to either 
of these reports by people interested in the 
search for Sneil’s murderer, 

Chigago police have quiet keeping record 
ofthe times Tascott has been discovered, 
for although the report of his capture has 
been made many times, the suspect has 
always turned out to be some one else. The 
story of Millionaire Snell’s murder has been 
told many times. He was killed on the night 
of Feb. 7, 1888, at his residence, 425 Washine- 
ton boulevard, Chicago. He was shot by 
men who broke into the house and robbea it, 

The burglars made a raid during the night 
on’sevVeral houses in the neighborhood, the 
tracks in the snow showing that they went 
from one back yard to another. Upon reach- 
ing Mr. Snell’s they bored sixteen or seven - 
teen auger holes through the kitchen door 
and finally effectedan entrance. From the 
kitchen they proceeded to the office, which 
was in the front ofthe house. Here, it ap- 

ars, there was nothing of any value to 

hem to be found. Thesafe and desks were 
filled with papers,and after ransacking these 
they proceeded up the stairs to the parlor 
floor, The door at the head of the basement 
stairs was skillfully forced andthe men were 
in the front parior, when itis supposed that 
Mr. Snell, who sleeps directly above this 
room, heard them. He left his bed room, and 
taking a revoiver went down the front stairs. 
The folding doors leading into the parlor 
were shut, but itis supposed thathe heard 
the noise in the room for he fireda shot 
through tne door. The burglars opened the 
door and returned the fire striking the wood- 
work and rebounding, hit Mr. Snell inche 
breast, who then ran back toward the rear 
of the hall. The burglars must have followed 
him and shot again, asthe wounded man was 
found at the head of the basement stairs 
with a bullet-hole behind the ear. 

The story of the identification of Willie Tas 
cott as one of the men who killed Mr, Snell is 
a story by itself, and shows how the knowl- 
edge of crime haunts its possessor. The 
most important euldence against Tascott was 
furnished to the police bya young woman 
knownas Jennie Clifford, Uving at No. 50 
Curtis street, and with whom Tascott was in- 
fatuated. On condition that she should not 
be arrested she related that , Lascott, 
who made almost daily visits to her use, 
came there about 8 o’clocKk the morning of 
the Snell murder, his race pale and hag- 
gard, his eyes staring and. his voice choked 
with nervousness and excitement. He told 
her he had gotten into a bad scrape and 
would have to leavetown on thefirst train 
that left the Union Depot, no matter whither 
it took him, and that he wanted money to 
pay his way out of town. She told him tuat 
she had no money, when he drew a pearl- 
handled pistol and pointed it at her head, 
reiterating his demand for money. She then 

gave him $20, which he thrust into his pocket 
and nastlly left the house, As 
ne turned to go out of the 
room ne threw” a package on 
the bed, telling her to keep it. as it might be 
valuable sometime. This package is in the 
hands of the police, and contains papers 
taken from Mr. Sneli’ssafe. Theactual dis- 
covery of the identity of the murderer was 
brought about through his ravings of his 
crimes during his sleep and their revelation 
to the police by his mistress, who heard his 
troubled conscience unload itself in moaned 
utterances as the young burglar lay in 
presen and troubled slumber. Jennie 

Clifford was the unintentional confidante 
of yOURs dascptt’s innermost thoughts, 
an@ as he lay beside her, she learned trom 
his talk that he wasa burgiar, and had en- 
gaged in some desperate crimes, the conse- 
quences of which haunted him in his dreams. 
Tascott allowed her to see his kit of tools; 
showed her his revolvers and told how dex- 
trous he was intheiruse. Another trick he 
had, which awakened her suspicion, was 
that before retiring he would take particular’ 
pains to conceal his pocket-book or satchel, 
which he often carmed, in some out-of-the- 
way place, such as undera rug or in a closet. 
The police at once went on the trall of Tas- 
eott, and they have been there ever since, 
but have never got their man.

A. C. Greene, Aged 82 Tears, Let Out of 
the Penitentiary. 


THE FEEBLE OLD MAN TAKENILLON HIS 
ARRIVAL HERE. 


He Was Sent to Pofson for Counterfeiting 
—Claims He Was a Union Soldier Dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion—Now 
at the City Hospital—Police News in 
General. 


Among the passengers on the Missourl 
Pacific train, which arrived at the Union 
Depot at 6:40 o’clock last evening was a 
gray-haired, gray-bearded old man whose 
feeble step and hectic cough betokened that 
he would soon embark on another journey 
which would be

A. C. Greene, aged 82 years, who was re- 
leased from the penitentiary yesterday, 
where he had been sent for counterfeiting 
last March. The old man is in an 
advanced stage of consumption

He was taken in charge of 
by Sergt, O’Malley and sent to the Four 
Courts. Greene’s case came up before Judge 
Thayer, and it attracted considerable atten- 
tion on account of the great age of the pris- 
oner.

While sitting in Capt. Young’s office at the 
Four Courts last night, Greene gave a short 
history of himself. He was born in Kentucky 
elghty-two years ago, May 21 last. He served 
in the Union army during thecivil war, en- 
listing in St. Louis in the zist MissouN In- 
fantry under Gen. Lyon, at the battle of 
Wilson’s Creek, he said, when Lyon was 
killed. He was transferred to the 2ist Mis- 
sour! Infantry, which was commanded, he 
stated, by Col, Thomas Fletcher, afterwards 
Governor of Missouri. Greene stated that he 
got a ball in his leg at the battle of Pea Ridge, 
He was discharged from the army, he said, 
in 1862, on account of his eyes. Ee Was blind, 
he alleged, for three months. 

After his discharge from the army he went 
to Centralia, and afterwards settledin Kan- 
kakee, III. He raised a family of sixteen 
children, eight boys and eight girls. Some of 
them are dead, he stated, and others are 
scattered about through Missouri, Illinois,

Gen. Dodge, the Great Railway Con- 
_ structor, Traveling With Friends. 
NEW ORLEANS., La., Dec. 61.—Gen. G. M. 
Dodge, a director of the Union Pacific and a 
large stockholder of the Texas & Pacific and 
the Missouri Pacific, has been in the city 
several days. He is accompanied by 
Gen. Da vid Stanley of the United 
States Army and J. T. Granger of New York, 
Gen. Dodge’s partner. Their trip is one of 


observation and pleasure and they have 
already visited Omaha, Denver, Trinidad and 
Fort Worth. The party leaves to-night for 
San Antonio, and from there will go to 
Edwards County, Tex., where Gen. Dodge 
has large cattle interests. They will then 
go to Fort Worth and El Paso.

The death of Campbell, and the failure to 
apprehend anybody for his murder, angered 
the colored people, especially tne Potts fac- 
tion, in fighting whose battles the big desper- 
ado had lost his life.

Senator Allison’s Estimate of Results at 
the Brussels Conference, 


HE DOES NOT WANT TO MAKE PREDIC- 
TIONS OP IME RUTURE. 


Many Plans Proposed by the Delegates, 
but Nothing Decisive Accomplished— 
Europe Does Not Take Kindly to the 
Free ‘Coinage of Silver—The Sherman 
Ac*. 


New Yorx«K, Dec. 31.—One of the American 
delegates to the International — 
ference held at Brussels, Senator W. B. AlH- 
son, has just returned to New York. Speak- 
ing about the conference he said: 

In some respects it was very satisfactory; 
in others it was not. If you ask me for tangl- 
able results I must admit that there are few. 
But breaking the ground, you know, is as 


— 


important a part of progress as building the 
house, and we aid break the ground for bet- 
ter things to come. Just what these things 
will be itis impossible forme to say or for 
any man to predict. 

„„This much, however, is certain, that the 
delegates who took partin this conference, 
and who are all men of fine intelligence, went 
away ina hopeful, earnest frame of mind, 
more than ever convinced of the importance 
—I may say the necessity—of taking some 
general action in regard to this vast mone- 
tary question. 

That conviction in itself I consider a most 
encouraging sign, for there is nothing so hard 
to combat and so fatalto advancement as 
ignorance and apathy. Before this con- 
ference many of the European delegates were 
not keenly alive tothe importance of prob- 
ems which they had been called upon 
to solve ,and the urgency of finding some 
solution. Now, all is different. I was struck 
by the general disposition of the assembly to 
admit that the existing monetary relations 
of civilized nations were unsatisfactory and 
calculated to seriously hamper and check the 
carrying on and development of the world’s 
commerce. 

„Was any plan of international action 
proposed which especially commended itself 
to you?’’ was asked. 

„There were plans proposed without end, 

andinalllanguages. That was about all we 
did—propose plans—except to criticise the 
other fellows’ plans, Ido not think I can 
specify any one of them, however, which 
could be considered satisfactory. That would 
be too much to expect at this early stage of 
the conference, which atthe best has been 
hardly more than tentative in its charac- 
ter. 
„Wnat suggestion did you make yourself?’’ 
My remarks have been published in French 
and English, and willbe given out here in 
time, I may summarize them, however, by 
saying that I advocated strongly the free 
coinage of gold and silver at the mints of the 
nations entering into the union, with a pro- 
vision that a certain ratio between gold and 
silver be maintained. 

Do you mean a ratio between the quantil- 
tles of gold and silver coinea?’’ 

‘*Certainiy not, for I believe in coining all 
the gold and silver that is presented. The 
ratio I refer to is between the values of the 
metals as coined into dollars—that is, the 
pumber of grains in each. 

Can that ratio be maintained by law?’’ 

‘*T think it can. You have been polsoned 
in your idea on the silver question by read- 
ing the text books of our college professors. 
They are good men, brilliant men, fearned 
men; but, however, that is another ques- 
tion. 

„es, sir; I do think that the ratio I spoke 
ot can be maintained by law. You think it 
will fuctuate with tbe varying production.

The Senator was asked how his argument 
in favor of the free colnage of silver were re- 
ceived by the European delegates. 

Not very well, I must admit, he an- 
.swered; but I did get them to acknowledge 
that there was much to be gained dy the 
more abundant use of silver in their coinage 
as far as would be consistent with their pres- 
ent monometallic system. <A number of 
ways were suggested Dy which that end 
might be compassed. One was to issue silver 
certificates, another to withdraw from circu- 
lation allthe smaller gold coins now in use 
and to suvstitute silver pleces for them. By 
smaller gold coins I mean the 10-franc and 10- 
mark pieces, the English half-sovereign and 
pieces of that sort. 

**Ali that makes me hopeful of some def 
nite result in accordance with our policy 
when the conference meets again in the com- 
ing May. One bad thing about the confer- 
ence, which might and should have been 
different, was the delay in the beginning. If 
we had started our deliberations in Septem- 
ber, as was originally intended, there would 
have been some chance of getting through 
before Christmas. As it Was we saw right at 
the start that with only four weeks to work 
in we would do little more than make a start 
for there was no more possibility of keeping 
those delegates together over the holidays 
there in Brussels than there would be of 
keeping Congress together during the same 
season.’’ 

Being asked if he expected to go back tothe 
conference in May the Senator simply 
smiled, shook his head slowly and said some- 
thing about President Cleveland being in the 
White House then. 

And how about the Sherman act? Do 
you think any action will be taken by the 
present Congress?’’ 

The Senator smiled again. No, we do not 
propose to deprive our friends, the enemy, 
of the pleasure of arranging that little mat- 
ter as they may think best. Of course I do 
not know anything about it, but 1 have a 
strong impression that the Sherman act will 
not be interfered with by the present Con- 
gress. 

And after the next Congress meets will 
they be able to take any action touching on 
the monetary system of t country during 
the recess of the international conference?“ 

It was specifically stated that any one of 
the countries represented was free to alter 
its monetary system during the recess in any 
way it might see fit, according to its im- 
mediate necessities or advantages. There 
was nothing done by the conference which 
would prevent the United States from repeal- 
ing the Sherman actor India from demonetiz- 
ing silver.’’ 

Senator Allison will remain in New York 
until Monday, when he will go to Washine- 
ton. Senator Jones is still in Brussels. 
Henry W. Gannon is in Genoa and Prof. 
Andrews and ex-Gov. McCfeery are also on 
the other side. They will ali return soon, as 
will Prof. Faulkner of the University of Penna- 
sylvania, who was Secretary of the delega- 
tion, ana will bring back the formal reports.

In the warmer 
seasons the number averages only about 
fifty. The work of this institution 
is systematic and thorough as far as it is 
possible to be. It is composed of thirty- 
seven conferences, the presidents af which 
form the Upper Council, of which Mr. Mona- 
han is President. Each conference has its 
district and each district is subdivided. For 
every subdivision there isan Investigating 
Committee of two or more, so that 
almost every poor person in the 
city is known by some member of the insti- 
tution. The local conferences are almost 
always able to take care of their poor, and at 
the monthly meeting of the Upper Council 
last Wednesday only two conferences re- 
ported that they were out of funds. ‘*The

The Missouri Senator Calle the Indian 
Commissioner a Narrow- Minded Bigot. 


Senator George G. Vest, in answer to an 
appeal for his assistance in relieving the In- 
dians of Southern California of their present 
burden in the shape of an Indian agent 
named Rusk, has replied that Indian Com- 
missioner Morgan is a narrow-minded bigot, 
whose only purpose seems to be to prevent 
the Indians becoming Catholics, Mr. A. J. 


P. Garesche became interested in the fate of 
the Coahuila Mission Indians of Southern 
California, who were about to be restricted 
to a small reservation of about 200 acres, 
which was to accommodate some thirty- five 
familes N Mission Indians and about the 
same number from another tribe.

The cotton market has been very quiet and 
featureless, as usual at the holiday season. 
There is little to say about the situation, ex- 
cept that it was a holiday market awaiting 
developments. There has been less specula- 
tion and fluctuations of prices have kept 
withina narrower range during the week 
just closed than for several months. Although 
the factors which usually govern values 
were rather in favor of higher prices 
the market has shown an indisposition to 
advance, which is attributable to the usual 
disposition on the part of the trade to close 
out standing contracts with the close of the 
year. The statistical position of cotton re- 
mains the same as for weeks past. Receipts 
keep full up to expectations and crop esti- 
mates are about what they have been for 
some time. A crop of about 6,500,000 
bales is what is figured out 
by the most knowing ones. About 4,750,000 
bales of this year’s crop has come in sight up 
to date, against 6,368,087 bales last year and 
5,818,802 the year before. Hereafter 1,750,000 
Dales will have to appear to sustain the cur- 
rent estimate among the trade ot the yield of 
this season’s crop. During the past ten years 
the smaliest amount appearing after the turn 
of the year was 1,195,000 bale<, the largest, 
last season, 2,559,000 bales, while in the two 
rc*?sons when thecrop reached 6,500,000 bales, 
the movement of the crop up to date closely 
apvroximates the movementof this season. 
It is undoubtedly this coincidence that estab- 
lishes 6,500,000 bales as the current estimate 
of the trade.

The hog market for the week was more sat- 
isfactory than predicted by a majority of the 
dealers. Receipts for the week were 2,065 
tons against 1,875 tons the week before. Ship- 
ments 404 tons, against 475 tons. There was 
no market on Monday and Tuesday morning 
and their receipts reported were large. As it 
is usual at this time of year for dealers to 
work off all their surplus before taking stock 
very little demand and Light trading was 
looked for. This was the case on 
the low grades, light movement 
in them being reported dally 
with the best grades. Choice and fancy it 
was different. Fancy hay was scarce and 
wanted and the light receipts and offerings 
were readily placed at slight advances over 
the ruling prices of the same grades last 
week. The scarcity of fancy and better 
forced buyers totake hold of the next best 
creating a demand for these, which absorbed 
all the offerings, leaving only the extreme 
low grades to carry over. As the low 
grades constitute a majority of the 
dally arrivals and the movement 
of them being very smally,the gradually show 
increases in holdings. Kecelvers would will 
ingly shade prices,if by so doing any in- 
crease in the demand would result, but it 
seems to have no effect inincreasing the 
movement, and they are forced to 
hangon towhat they haveandthe bulk of 
the dally receipts and wait for some favora- 
ble deveiopments. Prairie has shown a good 
steady movement ail weekandat satisfac 
tory prices, some large lots being placed at 
figures that could not be secured the week 
before only in a small way. Receipts from 
Kansas averaged the largest and the 
best and sold at. the top prices, 
some selling Saturday within 50c and oc per 
ton of the highest prices paid on the present 
crop. Several half cars of millet were sent 
in as samples of round lots to ascertain what 
the market was on thisclass of hay. The 
few lots brought $7 per ton, and this was bid 
for more. There was a good inquiry for

Tne Daily News * correspondent 
writes: The Government has already a 
portioned a sum of 15,000,000 roubles for the 
relief of those provinces where the scarcity 
of foodstuffs during the winter will be little 
less acutely felt than it was last season. If, 
however, the estimates and reports of the 
provincial authorities may be accepted as 
trustworthy, the Government will com- 
pelled to expend at least 50,000,000 of 
roubles relief measures, before 
the advent of spring. There is more than a 
sufficient abundance of food aud seed grain 
in the country to meet all possible necessi- 
ties, and after the lesson of last year the 
Ministerial executive must be held to have 
absolutely not the shadow of an excuse for 
any failure of rallway transport organiza- 
tion in the timely supply of foodstuffs to the 
famished districts. the complete stagnation 
in the grain export traäde is causing much 
misery amonga large number of people di- 
rectly or indirectly dependent on the prosper- 
ity of this local staple industry. There isa 
latent and well-grounded fear among Rus- 
Sian exportersthatthe grain industry will 
never recover anything like its former pre- 
eminence onthe Western markets. It has 
been inavery large measure displaced by 
America, against whose iow prices the Rus- 
sian producer and the Russian exporter can 
no longer struggle. Forthe first time dur- 
ing a generation Russia has now been awak- 
ened to the ugly fact that Europe is indepen- 
dent of her granaries.

The Minneapolis Market Record sags: The 
text of the ‘‘I told you so“ crowd relates now 
to the deal usually called a spread. There 
are many kinds of spreads, but most of them 
have to do with that that is drawn out thth 
not necessarily too thin, but thin always. 
Maay things are better thin. Thin margins 
in an unprofitable transaction save men 
from greater losses. There is such a 
thing in a deal as to be right, al- 
though too seldom found, when too thin 
margins evaporate just before light breaks 
in. Thenthe misfortune is charged to bad 
luck while the error, perhaps, is in over- 
trading. Whenone getson the wrong side 
and loses he rants about luck. So it’s simpy 
out of luck and thin margins that Keeps the 
whole speculating world poor. There are 
oniy two sides to speculation, the right side 
and the wrong side. Almost everybody takes 
the wrong side, while the rest are out of 
luck on account of thin margins. The 
man with thin margins always loses in 
heavy trading. If he is right in general 
judgment he is. dropped out in the little 
swells or dips that his margin is too thin to 
carry bim through. If he is wrong he loses 
anyhow. So thin margins are too attenuated, 
whether right or wrong, to lead to wealth 
and fame. But then, too thin margins some- 
times carry notoriety, although that is butan 
indifferent substitute for fortune. 

Spreads are a consolation because they 
promise big business with little capital. If 
they are right they waste the profits in com- 
mission. If they are wrong the expenses 
double the losses and if they are right the ex- 
penses eat up the profits. It follows that all 
the good that one gets out of them, who takes 
the risk, isthe fun there is in never seeing 
his money any more. 

There is such a thing asa spread taken with 
the margins so thin that they consist merely 
of the shadow of a business rating. Tsually 
spreads are so safe that the brokerage firm 
that gets them takes margins even thinner 
than the shadow of a business rating. They 
are the promise that the loser will call it a 
debt of honor if the profits of the spread do 
not pay the brokerage. Debts of honor lose 
theircharm when offered as collateral for 
overcoats and they are sometimes refused at 
the banks, on account of their ethereal thin- 
ness, but the man who once gets them may be 
consoled with the certainty of being never 
without assets afterward.

BANKS WOULD BUY AND THE 0015 
WOULD STILL GO TO EUROPE.

The Only Wer in Which the Trend of 
the Gold Current Can Be Changed-—-A 
Steady Orift to = Sliver Basis—The 
Latest Deal Made ty the Reading 
Management. 


New Tonk, Dec. 31.—The past week has 
furnished good evidence that the financial 
‘community and the investing public have 
not lost faith in the ability of this country to 
save itself from the consequences of the folly 
of tts legisiators. While all thinking men 
agree that our currency is drifting rapidly 
toward a silver besis, there is, nevertheless, 
so strong a conviction that our people 
will not suffer serious harm to come 
to them that no one seems particularly 
alarmed, The dangers of existing currency 
laws have been so thoroughly presented to 
the pablic during the past few months that 
every intelligent man understands the main 
points of the situation. Afterall the Ameri- 
cao public is a great power; perhaps the 
«reatest in the world to-day. When the 
American people, deliberate, slowto action 
and guided by soundest reason, make up 
their minds that a certain course is best, that 
course is always followed. No legislative 
body, no combination of capital, however 
great, dares oppose the great American 
public, 

A gread deal has been salad about an issue 
of bonds to relieve the present situation. 
Suppose the Secretary of the Treasury should 
issue $50,000,000 to $10),000,000 of such bonds as 
he has authority to issue, namely, 4s, 42s or 
5s. Inthe first place, probably the entire issue 
would be taken in this country. Perhaps the 
greater part of it would be taken by the 
New York banks. No one knows better the 
value of a United States Government se- 
curity than the head of a New York 
bank. Our banks bold an amount of gold 
estimated at $75,000,000. Thisis of no special 
use to them, except that it looks welt in their 
statements and gives a pleasing sense of 
stability. Someof the bankers regard the 
gold iu the Ught of a conservative specula- 
tion. Thatis, they are holding it with the 
idea that there may be later on a premium 
sufficient to show a considerable profit in 
Ssellingit. Butit ts probable that the New 
York bankers would jump at a chance to 
acquire government 4s at par for 
gold. ‘the heads of our great sav- 
ings banks and other financial in 
Stitutions are chafing more and more 
over the narrowness of the investment fleid 
afforded to them by law and are begging for 
greater privileges. Their numbDer Is increas- 
ing, whe in some cases their investment 
field is narrowing. How eagerly would these 
institations seize onan issue of government 
4s. What would bethe result? So much gold 
would be transferred from the banks to the 
Treasury. There would still be exactly the 
same reasons that now exist for drawing 11 
out of the Treasury aud sending it to Europe. 

As long as present conditions remain it 
would be only a question of time when all 
the gold inthe country would leave us. in 
fact the issue of bonds by transferring gold to 
the Treasury would facilitate operations. 
Some financiers maintain the view that if 
Congress should authorize an issue of low in 
terest bonds, andif these should be placed 
with a European eyndicate with the under- 
standing that they be held for a certain 
time, say a year, some relief might 
be obtained. It is true that this would 
bring gold here, or at least would check 
the outflow of gold but would not the relief 
bo a temporary one only? As long as pres- 
ent conditions exist, as long as necessity and 
timidity together impel Europe to call on us 
forthe payment of our debt will not any 
bonds sold there drift back to us eventually. 
Can there be any real cure which does not 
eradicate the disease? 

The latest action of the Reading manaze- 
ment is in line with previous ones. The 
Finance Co. of Pennsylvania will act 
as a “(fiscal agent for the Reading Coal 
and Iron Co. The announceinent 
of the arrengement was decked with alluring 
verbiage. But what it really means is that 
the Reading company must have money to 
pay interest on the preference income bonds, 
which its statements show to have been 
earned. The Reading has a great deal of 
coal. But it cannot distribute coal to the 
pondholders in lieu of cash. The wild vent 
tures of President McLeod. His heavy specu- 
lations in the stocks of the companies in 
which he has become interested, his intimate 
associations with shady financiers, and 
his arrogant rejection of wise 
counsels have 80 injured the 
credit of the company that first-class bank 
ers willhave nothing to do withit.

was not la rge. There was evinced a general 
tendency to accumulate the stock. 

Another feature of the market and one im- 
parting strength tothe coal stocks was the 
statement that an agreement had been made 
between the Reading and Pennsylvaaia in 
the matter of coal tariffs to junction points. 
Other stocks, and especially sugar certifi- 
cates, in which there was extensive buying 
to cover short interests, shared inthe gen- 
eral buoyancy. ‘Ihe market opened strong 
and moderately active and there was a 
pressure to take profits in some of the 
specialties. 

The advance in Manhattan already noted 
was marked, the stock touching the highest 
point of the year. Although Reading opened 
strong the strangth was bot maintained in 
subsequent transactions and in later trading 
the effect ofthe agreement in coal sales did 
not manifest itself in a marked cCegree in 
those stocks. Western Union was active on 
rumored purchases for foreign account. Dis- 
tilling certificates were strong, notwith- 
standing the reports of an opposition dis- 
tillery. During the closing hours busi- 
ness gave way to the routine festivities.

He States the Views He Eatertained as 
Foreman of the Grand-Jury. 

Just before leaving the city for a long ab- 

sence Mr. N. O, Nelson, who was foreman of 

the last Grand-jury,expressed himself on the 


subject of the Foerstel case and briefly on 
the subject of the Mayoralty to a Post- 
Disrarch reporter. He said: 

The Foerstel tragedy is due to causes very 
different from those assigned for it by the 
newspapers and critics. Foerstel was a re- 
taller of meats, doing his own butchering—a 
good-hearted, inoffensive man. Whe city of 
st. Louis collects and disburses about $9,009, 
000 a year; it usually has on hand at one 
time from 82.000, 000 to $3,000,000. Nom 
inaily, the people of St. Louis called 
this wmeatshop- kee per lrom his stall to be- 
come the custodian of these sums. He un 
22 the task by proxy, being wholly in- 

ees of performing any of the duties him- 
self—and the proxy proved faithiess. Were 
the public really responsible for so ludt- 
crously absurd a selection? It would be little 
more absurd were a scene -shifter given a lead- 
ing tragedy part, ora bank president set to 
run a locomotive. The people did not doit the 
party machine managers ald. Usuaty t is 
not a system. Dut its ‘execution, Which is at 
fault. In machine supremacy the fault is in 
the system The people are power! less as 
long as the machine isin control. Run down 
the whole list of leading officials in the city 
admiaistration ana see how many there are 
who would be selected for the places they 
hold, on account of fitaess. Good men, 
a large portion of them, are in their places— 
but they are out of their place. We are toid 
overand over by the newspapers, that a 
few unscrupulous manipulators farm out 
the nominations and appointments to their 
tools and adherents, often at cash in hand 
price. Honest ande, apable men will not take 
omee on such conditions. When Mr. Parsons 
was appointed tempo rary Treasurer every 
one said, *‘Just the thing. There arefeasily 
a thousand men in St. Louls of w hom this 
would be said; but they are never nominated 
and never appointed for any regular 
term. No system of checks or 
espionage could be invented by 
which the public fands would be secure in 
dishonest or incompetent hands. Something 
or somebody must be trusted. Payments are 
made at the rate of tao. a day; bonds and 
coupons cannot be counted daily by the ex- 
amining authorities. Thisis » hy a bond of 
half a million dollars ts required of the Treas- 
urer to cover any deficit. Whether the 
Comptroller and Auditor have done their 
whole duty cannot be Known until the 
facts are actually ascertained and 
not simply guessed at; but, in any 
event, they could not prevent a defaication. 
They ‘can ouly discover it after it has oc- 
curred. In the present instance the only 
losers, if any besides Mr. Yoerstel, are the 
bonasmen ; ‘but neither they nor the city 
have any cause to complain, for a defaica- 
tion of this extent could occur ina single day 
atthe hands of an officer such asthe city put 
in charge and the bondsmen went security 
for. The Ways and Means Committee 
have no other authority than 
to periodically count the canceled 
bonds and coupons and turn them 
over tothe Auditor, This they have done— 
whether monthly or quarterly is a technical 
question, the practical fact being that such a 
default could as easily be made in one 
month’s business as in three months’. The 
Grand-juries have no duty whatever abqut it 
until a felony has been discovered. Grand- 
juries are specially cautioned by the courts 
to regard with suspicion any complaint made 
through interested motives. A charge in 
open court, where the defendant may be 
heard, is the ay er course, anda pros- 
ecutor who seeks the cover of secrecy in 
the Grand-jury room should be heard 
with the greatest reserve or wholly ignored. 
The charges alleged to have been made 
against Mr. Foerstel came squarely under 
this caution, elaborately embodied in the 
Court’s charge to this particular Grand-jury. 
The attempt to make potitical capital out of 
the tragic episode illustrates another reason 
why officesare given overto the\ control of 
characteriess men. So long as a man attends 
to his private affairs and selfishly refuses to 
perform any publie service, he is 
treated the press and the gossips 
with kid gloves; but the moment that 
he in any manner undertakes to per- 
form any public function, his name becomes 
a foot ball to be tossed and kicked by the 
crowd. Men of reputation and sensibility 
win not pay so high a pricefor either duty’s 
or ambition’s sake. Depraved and small 
caliber men court the notoriety of such as- 
saults, and witn poetic justice in view see no 
impropriety in deserving them. it is not 
that these baseless and ungenerous flings 
hurt a man’s chances of election, for their 
animus is understood; but most decent men 
are sensitive and will not submit tosuchan 
eal

ENGINEER TOMLINSON’S STORY. 

Lawrence Tomlinson, the chief engineer of 
the Umbria, was seen in bis cabin on board 
this morning. He had just finished the work 
of getting into some clean clothing, for the 
Arst time in five days, as he afterward ex- 
plained. His eyes. w eavy,.for w of 
sleep, and ne batt addres en Den a 
thing was possible he proposed to seek a 
hotel and take the biggest sieep ofr ms life. 
When asked to tell his story of the 
broken shaft ‘and the attending dan- 
gers he pleaded fatigue, but was induced 
to relate the incident as follows:

A fracture was discovered in her shaft and 
ber machinery was stopped south of the 
banks of Newfoundland at 6:300n the after- 
noon of Friday, Dec. 23. 

After drifting for twelve hours in a storm 
she was towed seventy miles by the Bohemia 
or the Hamburg- American line, but the cable 
that connected the two steamers was broken 
in a heavy gale on Saturday night, and they 
lost track of each other. After drifting three 
days she started again with her own ma- 
chinery, which had been repaired under 
great difficulties by Chief Engineer Tomlin- 
son,and came on in fine weather at haif 
speed to her destination. 

The first intimation that passengers on 
board had that there had been an accident 
was after dinner on Friday, although the en- 
gibheer bad been watching the shaft with 


anxiety for forty-elght hours, and the ma- 
chinery had twice been stopped during the 
previous night for an inspection of the fawed 
great steel casting. During Ginner Friday 
the steamer came to a standstil!, which 
caused some speculation among the pasten- 
gers, though as the weather was rough it 
was not atonce perceived that the machinery 
was not in motion. About 7:30 o'clock in the 
evening as the men in the smoking-room 
were lighting their cigars, Capt. Me- 
Kay came in and told them of the 
accident cheerfally. There was very little 
commotion when the ladies were informed of 
their situation. They took it as calmly as 
the men. 

Justafter daylight those who were asleep 
were awakened by several reports of the Um- 
bria’s gun and the sound of her whistle. Ia 
ten minutes almost every one was on deck to 
ascertain what was the matter. The ship 
was in sight justonthe edge of the horizon, 
bound eastward. For half an hour, during 
which time the gun was continually dis- 
charged and the hoarse whistle blowing, it 
was impossible to detect whether the other 
boat had seen or heard the Umbria’s signals. 
As during the entire voyage she had sighted 
but two other vessels, the passengers felt 
that it was almost too much luck that 
help should be at nand so soon after the 
break-down. Soon, however, it was seen 
that the newoomer was making toward tlie 
drifting ship, and at 8 o’clock she was along 
side. she proved to be the Bohemia, re- 
membered in connection with the cholera 
scare In New York harbor, of the Hamburz- 
American line, bound from New York to 
Hamburg. She at once responded to the 
Umbria’s request for a tow, and before noon 
she was connected tothe big ship by a steel 
hawser and was steamed slowly westward, 
the German flag at her stern flaunting before 
the disabled ship. 

The storm grew heavierin the afternoon, 
and it was all the Bohemia could doto dfag 
her big durden in theteeth of a head wind. 
After darka heavy snowstorm sprang up, 
which obscured the lights of the two vessels 
from each other. About midnight the steel 
hawser broke in a violent gale, and on 
Christmas morning the passengers of the 
Umbria found themselves again adriftina 
raging storm, with naught in sight but the 
sky and the sea. What became of the Bo- 
hemia noone knew. she probably lost track 
of the Umbria in the snowstorm after the 
hawser parted, and if she searched for her 
after daybreak she did not find her. 

SAILS IN SIGHT. 

Christmas Day passed without any demon- 
stration of discontent among the passengers, 
though the texas general croaked like an- 
other bird of ill-omen in the ladies’ cabin. 
Just at dusk a light was sighted to the south- 
wardand again the passengers fiocked on 
deck. Rockets were fred and soonthe Nght 
that at first seemed to fade away began to 
grow more and more distinct, and in Ralf an 
hourna small steamship lay alongside. In 
answerto the Umbria’s signals the new- 
comer reported that she was a vessel of the 
w Philadeiphia,

-bp aaa departed. 
Lom the hour her time was taken at noon 
Friday unti! she broke down that evening the 
Umbria had made 124 miles. She drifted 
twelve miles to the southeast during the 
nigbt and the Bohemia towed her seventy- 
five miles toward New York on Sunday. At 
Monday noon she had drifted forty-two miles 
and the —y was still blowing. 

Justafter luncheon on Monday a steamer 
was sighted proceeding westward. In answer 
to the Umbria’s signals she came alongside 
and proved to be the Manhansett, bound from 
Swansea to New York, the property of Jas. 
McCaldin, one of the passengers on the Um- 
bria. The Manhansett bad scarcely 
come to a standstill, however, and 
considered the big prize money she would 
obtain by towing the disabled vessel to New 
York, when a much larger steamship hove in 
sight and bore down rapidly toward the 
drifting vessel. In afew minutes she was 
close enough for the officers of the Umbria to 
distinguish heras the Galllaof their own 
line, en route from Boston to Liverpool. The 
officers of the Manhausett also recognized 
the Gallia and steamed off homeward discon. 
solate, done out of her prize money. Every 
body on board the Umbria was jubilant from 
the Captain to the smallest baby on the 
steamship. 

The consternation of the captain, officers, 
crew and passengers may be imagined when, 
in response tothe Umbria’s signal, Dis- 
abled; stand by,’’ the Gallia returned: 

**Can’t stand by; carrying malls. 

The Umbria signalied back: 

We hold you responsible. 

But the Gallla simply dropped her ensign, 
Signifying good-by, and disappeared to the 
eastward asthe Manhansett passed out or 
sight to the west. 

Officers and passengers on the Umbria 
looked at one another in dumb bewlider. 
ment. The Gallia had noteven waited lon® 
enough to inquire the extent of ber siste' 
ship’sinjuries. For all that Capt. Ferguer~- 
son of the other ship knew, the Umbri 
might be foundering. The Gallia’s ac 
tion was inexplicable on any basis 
that anyone on board the Um 
bria could imagine, The passengers 
now were many of them genuinely alarmed. 
They did not place much fan in Engineer 
Tomlinson’s promise to wend the broken 
shaft and as many believed Capt. McKay had 
deliberately sent theGalila away, much dis- 
content was expressed. 

THE FINAL START. 

On Tuesday morning, for the first time 
since the Umbria left Liverpool the weather 
was fine and the sea smooth, conditions that 
existedi until the end of the voyage. Ne ver- 
theless Won 12 o’clock came and the ma- 
chinery was not started and the log informed 
the passengers that they had drifted twenty- 
two miles turther from the course, there was 
much murmuring and complaint. 

A notice was now posted to the 
effect that the steamer would start 
at 6:30 in the evening, and the 
passengers learned that the machinery had 
been moved during the night as an experi- 
ment and that one of the bolts Engineer 
Tomlinson had put into the thrust block had 
broken. This was not encouraging and the 
croakers were more anxious than ever; but 
about 4:30 o’clock the thrill of the engines 
was felt through the steamer and she worked 
off, ata slow rate of speed to be sure, but as 
Stanchly and steadily as if her driving ma- 
chines were intact. 

The drifting oi the Umbria and the short 
distance she was towed by the Bohemia 
brought her back nearly to the place where 
her machinery gave out. She came to a 
standstill in lat. 43.48 and long. 57.10, on Fri- 
day morning. When her machinery was 
started the next Tuesday night she had come 
back to lat. 42.30, long. 60. 00. On Wednesday 
noon she had made 159 miles, on Thursday 
noon her record was 224 miles for the pre- 
vious twenty-four hours, and from that time 
2 yesterday noon she had covered 225 
miles. 
The Umbria was boarded when she arrived 
off Quarantine Station by a reporter. The 
noble ship seemed none the worse for the 
experiences of the past week. She passed 
through the narrows and salled up the bay 
at slow spead, but with as much grandeur as 
though she had just broken a record instead 
ofashaft. Pilot Charles Peterson was on the 
bridge with Capt. McKay. It took only a few 
minutes for the health officer to learn that all 
were well on rd, and with Uncle Sam's 
revenue cutter clingip to one side the 
Umbria steamed up the bay. She was 
reeted on every side by a chorus of whistles 
rom tugs and steamers. Her passé s 
crowded her decks and waved bandkerchiefs 
at the passengers on other Crafts:

tt, nd for New York, and as 
to be reported. At 2:80 p. m. the same day 
we signaled the Gallia, bound east. We 
signalled her to lay by and she did so fora 
time. As we also signalied her that we were 
making repairs and expected to proceed on 


our way. itis evident that she took that for | 


an assurance that we did not need her and 
she proceeded on her way. Some ot the pas 
sengers expressed disappointment at the 
action of the Gallia, as she left us before we 
had tested our machinery after repairs. 

In reference to having other steamers tow 
us, I would say that it was not towing 
weather when we needed assistance, and 
when the weather settled our repairs were 
complete and we did not need help. Fire Isl- 
and was abeam Friday at midnight. We 
signaled them and received no response. To- 
Gay at 3:30 a. m. we anchored off Sandy Hook 
lightship, and passed the hook at7:4la. m. 
The weather was very much in our favor 
after the accident. There was no alarm or 
excitement ofany nature among the passen- 
gers and aside froma feeling of dissappoint- 
ment at not being able to eat Christmas din- 
ner on shore the voyage was a pleasant one 
for allon board.’’ 
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OCEAN HIGHWAYS. 


ROUTE TO THE MEDITERREAN MAPPED 
Or. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 31.—The success 
ofthe Hydographic Office of the Navy De- 
partment in inducing all the trans-Atlantic 
steamship companies to adopt and use the 
steamship routes from New York and Boston 
to Liverpool and Southampton laid down on 
the monthly pilot chart issued by the Navy 
Department has led Commander Clover to 
propose similar routes between New York and 
Gibraltar for the use of the constantly grow- 
ing fleet of steamers trading between the 
United states andthe Mediterranean ports. 
The North Atlantic pilot chart for January, 
which will be issued on Monday, will be ac- 
companied by a supplemental charton which 
the proposed routes are laiddown. Before 
finally adopting them and asking all vessels 
to conform to them the office asks forthe 
opinions of persons interested. ¢ 

There are many advantages in the use of 
fixed routes by steamships crossing the 
ocean. Chiefamongthem is the great re- 
duction in the llability to accident. In the 
routes already established to Liverpool and 
Southampton, and inthe proposed routes.to 
Gibraltar, the east bound routes are well to 
the southward of the west bound, Which ar- 
rangement operates to prevent \ col- 
lisions, just as a double track 
does in railroading. A captain 
canrun his vessel atahigh rate of speed 
even in thick weather, and be reasonably 
Sure that he wiH not meet another steamer 
coming in an opposite direction. As for the 
Salling vessels, their captains all know the 
exact location of the steamship routes and 
Are very careful to keep out of them, 
except when it becomes necessary to 
cross them. In case of accident, too, 
there is much greater chance of the en- 
Gangered. passengers being rescued 
the vessel is in the regular line 
of travel when the accident occurs. 
The captain of the ocean liner, who Is steam- 
ingin the regular route laid down on the 
pilot chart can, if his vessel is disabled, lay 
to, with almost an absolute certainty that he 
will be stghted in a few hours and all the 
necessary assistance given. It was due to 
the factthatthe Umbria wasin the regular 
west-bound route when she broke down that 
she was sighted by no less than three vessels 
in forty-eight hours, any one of which could 
have rendered any necessary assistance. 

Since these routes have been adopted there 
has not been a case in which a steamer in 
need of assistance had to wait any great 
length of time without being sighted and 
taken in tow by some other steamer. The 
hydrographic office proposes one eastward 
route from New York to Gibraltar for use at 
allseasonsoftheyear,. This follows the south- 
erly route from New York to Liverpool and 
Southampton until it reaches north latitude 41 
deg., 40 min., and longitude 49 deg. west. 
This point is 1,138 mlles out from New York, 
and isthe point at which the Liverpool and 
the Southampton routes separate. From 
here the vessels bound for Gibraltar will go 
tothe southward of the Southampton route 
and will follow a great circle of the earth un- 
til they arrive off Cape St. Vincent, Portugal, 
1,865 miles further on. From there to GIb- 
raltar is but 166 miles.

and Southampton come together well tothe 
southward of the fogs and ice on the Grand 
Banks off Newfoundland. An alternative 
westward route for all seasons of the year is 
proposed dy leaving Gibraltar on a course 
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fongitude 8, is reached. 
the course is latd due 
miles to longitude 65, 
a northwesterly course 
is to be steered to New York. in this route 
all ea of keeping toa greatcircle is aban- 
doned, ahd itis over 350 miles longer than 
the other westerly routes. Notwithstanding 
these facts, however, most vessels will prob- 
ably find it the fastest of the three, forthe 
reason that in laying it down winds and 
ocean currents are taken into consideration, 
and by that Une vessels would not only avoid 
the westerly gales and head seas of the 
Northern routes but the Gulf Stream as well, 
and would have in their favor a decided 
ocean current for1,500 miles of the way. 


SEA ANCHORs. 
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How THE DISABLED UMERIA WAS 
DISASTER. 

Mention is made in the telegrams of the use 

of the Umbria’s sea anchors. The manage- 

ment of ships that become disabled on the 


high seas is by no means an easy matter. Re- 
airs in the machinery are very 
ifticult to make when a ves- 
sel is pitching and tossing onthe waves, 
Ifasnip can come to anchor some degree of 
steadiness can be obtained, but there are few 
places on the Atlantic not in the immediate 
vicinity of land, where an anchor can be 
cast. o captain cates to cast anchor in 
more than thirty fathoms, and about 
sixty is regarded as the utmost 
limit. Sixty fathoms of water means atleast 
100 fathoms of chain cable, and it is doubtful 
Hany cable of this length could hold a large 
ship, as its mere weight would bring such a 
strainonthe links as to leave buta slight 
Margin of strength available for hola: 
in the vessel in place. An ingenious 
substitute is sometimes used, the drag or sea 
anchor, as ft is called. The object of the 
drag is to keep the vessel's head to the wind 
and prevent.her from falling into the trough 
of tho sea. The anchor must 
have at and buoy- 
ancy, weight keep the  vessei’s 
bow ip position, and buoyancy to float. It is 
therefore, usually constructed of heavy tim- 
pag Eg frequently weighted. The shape 
is that of a triangle. To the apex is fastened 
one or more heavy hawsers, and the sea 
anchor is then lowered to the 
Water, the other end of the hawser 
being made fast tothe bow of the vessel. A 
distance of at least a hundred yards should 
separate a posi 9 a large vessel, so that 
the Jon the hawser may be as nearly hor- 
sible.

Discussed. 


RESULT OF OBSERVATIONS MADE AT 
THE WATER-WORKS, 


Dr. D. V. Dean’s Lecture on the Effects 
of River Water as a Disinfectant— 
Some Important Tests ‘Made—Toxic 
Elements Not Readily Destroyed—How 
Danger May Be Avoided. 


A number of misapprehensions exist as to 
the effect of running water on sewage. 
Some claim that a very brief contact renders 
the sewage innocuous, while others hold the 
view that the disinfecting effect is exceed- 
ingly slow. As experts differ widely in this 
matter, the St. Louis Council of the Legion 
of Honor requested Dr. D. V. Dean to deliver 
a lecture on the subject. It is a subject of 
immense importance to St. Louisans, as the 
correct solution ef the problem will enable 
precautions tobe taken to keep the water 
supply pure. Dr. Dean has made a careful 
study of the subject, and accepted the mv!i- 
tation extended. 


ADDRESS OF DR. DEAN. e 

Dr. Dean read the following paper before 
the society: An invitation extended by 
Water Commissioner Holman to members of 
the St. Louls, Medical Society to visit, ex- 
amine and ork in the laboratory he is es- 
tablishing at the present water -works, re- 
sulted, as I understand it, in the appoint- 
ment of a committee whose duty was, in- 
cidentally only to visit and report upon the 
laboratory and its appliances, but mainly to 
examine and report upon the condition of the 
water at and near the Water-works and upon 
the sources, kind and quantity of contamina- 
tion from the regions surrounding and 
nearly immediately above the works—con- 
sidering, of course, the more remote regions 
drained by streams and their aMiuents, flow- 
ing, finally, to the river above the influx 
tower—and upon the sanitary or unsanitary 
influence of that district on the city. 

The community, I am satisfied, expects 
the committee to settle the question whether 
or not the city water supply is responsible 
for so much ofthe present prevalent disease 
as is really typhoid fever, or as has a causal 
and not casual connection with this fever, 
and, if it is responsible, whether the specific 
contamination comes wholly or in part from 
the regions surrounding the water-works and 
under the city’s jurisdiction. That the com- 
mittee will settle the latter feature of this 
problem afiimatively, I have little ex- 
pectation. That, instead of inciting 
a little spasmodic sidetaking, a 
little qguibbling Over the pros and cons, the 
labors of this committee may lead to such 
action by this society end by the medical 
profession other of the city, and to such an 
awakening ef the community at large as 
shall result in the complete wiping out of 
the Lowell sources of the contamination of 
our water supply, not only of those so plain 
that he whoruns may see and feel and smell 
and taste, but also of alldubious or probable 
sources, and this, even if irrespective of 
present sickness and of the possibile invasion 
of cholera, I sincerely hope. 

With some consciously, with others un: 
consciously, ours has been a long-suffering 
community under the flagrant nuisances 
this committee is now investigating. Per- 
haps few of the city’s present inhabitants 
have much knowledge of how tedious and 
protracted have been the efforts of the Health 
Department to abate these nuisances. A re- 
cital of these efforts would fill a good-sized 
volume, but the chronicles are buried in un- 
published court records or in municipal re- 
ports seen by fewand preserved by fewer. 
Some excerpts from my own past work may 
serve to give an inkling of what the city has 
borne so long, to show thatthe present con- 
dition isa continuation of that of the past 
and to point the statement that the toler- 
ance ot many years has decome a sinof de- 
linguency against a permanent population of 
halia million and a transient population 
much larger. 

June 1, 1872, twenty anda half years ago, 
when I was city chemist and microscopist, 1 
reported tothe Board of Health as follows: 
Ihe Dairy Inspector graphically describes 
the numerous dairies, interspersed with the 
bone-burning, Slue- making. dead-animal 
and fat-rendering estabiishments on Gin- 
grass Creek and Horse Creek in Lowell. The 
stench of this locality is represented dy those 
living many blocks away as being intolerable 
even at that distance. The Health Officer’s 
reports show that the mass of excre- 
mentitious and other matter lit- 
erally ling these stagnant so- called 


‘creeks, writhes and seethes with tumultuous 


life andthe visible bubbling of gases. The 
Mayor and President (Joseph Brown) of 
your honorable board, satated at one ofits 
meetings last year, that this was the 
worst place in these respects he ever saw.“ 
Over nineteen years ago I reported, ‘‘on 
Aug. 8, at aboutthetime the periodical ex- 
acerbation of the Lowell stench had passed 
its acme, I procured two ounces of water, 
condensing the moisture of the alr at a large 
bone-burning establishmentin that part of 
the city, and examined it, from 
to time, microscopically in com- 
parison with air obtained in the same way 
back of my dwelling-house, and with 
hydrant-water as well as with water con- 
densed in and wrung from towels wrapped 
around the outer part of my condenser at the 
bone- black establishment. After the first 
day the water first mentioned swarmed with 
infusoria, especially vorticellz, and with 
vibriones, and so tor months; while the air 
and hydrant-water from my own premises 
contained butafew paramecia and the like 
after long standing, the hydrant-water yield 
ing mostly dlatoms instead. The water 
wrung from the towels became putrid, and 
the towels bore odor of Lowell for more than 
two weeks. I could only rid my hair 
and clothing of the odor by special effort, 
Yet there are many dairies in this district, 
and much of the milk supplied to the city 
stands here twelve or more hours for the 
creamtorise before bothare distributed to 
our families. I need. not again emphasize 
how cream, as well as other olls, absorbs 
perfumes and odors, and bow milk is an 
especially favorable soil for putrefactive 
processes, though I may be pardoned if, be- 
fore I come tothe subject of milk, I suggest, 
ifstrangers hold their noses while passing 
through this part of the city by railroad, 
whet shall we think of milk and cream that 
have rankled twelve to twenty hours in this 
stench?’’ 

In the year 1873-4, nineteen and eighteen 
years ago, I made a careful examination of 
water from the mouth of Gingrass Creek and 
from the eddy in the river, twenty feet below 
the mouth of the creek, and also, at three 
several times, from the iInflux-well, the clear- 
well and, as far as was practicable, from 
four different places in the river, taking the 
river at its worst, medium and best. I had 
assistance, provided by Col. Flad, President 
of the Board of Public Improvement, in ob- 
taining the water, which was taken as fol- 
lows: ug. 21. 1873, 500 feet above the mouth 
of am ass Creek; 500 feet belo» the mouth 
of Gin, ass Creek; from the influx-well; the 
clear-w U; at the foot of Market 
street and 200 feet below Mill Creek 
sewer. The temperature of the water 
when obtained was 32 C. and the stage of the 
river was 9 feet inches. City Engineer’s 
standard. Dec. 22, 1873, 300 feet above the 
mouth of Gingrass Creek; 300 feet below the 
creek from the same two wells at foot of 
Market street, and 500 feet below Mill Creek 
Sewer; temperature, 1.1 C., staxe 9 feet7 
inches. May 29, 1874, near mouth of Gingrass 
Creek and from the two wells—Temperature, 
30 C. : river, 12 feet 6inches. June 6, 1874, 
foot of Market street and 600 feet below Mill 
Creek Sewer—Temperature, %0 C.; river, 
lifeet. The mouth of Gingrass Creek was 
then said to be one and a half miles above the 
inflax-tower, and was dry atthe time water 
was obtained, May 29. The water from the 
river and wells was examined, doth filtered 
and unfiltered, for permanent, tempo. 
rary and total! hardness; flitered 
and unfiltered, for solid residue, 
inorganic, organic and total; for sus- 

nded matter. for nitrites; and unfiltered 
or free ammonia, albuminoid ammonia and 
total ammonia.

Nessler test is capable of indicating less than 
one part of ammonia in 20,000,000 parts of wa- 
ter. As even the ammonia admits of con- 
centration, 1 100 milligramme may be de- 
tected in two litres of water,!.e.,one part 
in 200,000,000. Asa high degree of purity for 
potable water is .03 milligramme per litre it 
may be seen this wonderful test Is — — 

will not of course give the extended fig- 
ures of this examination; but as the micro- 
scopical examination, exclusive of the bacte- 
riological, yields now, as then, litte of im- 
portance, and as the commentary on my 
analyses will not infringe on the present 
chemist’s report, but may serve for com- 
parison and help in the argument fora purer 
water supply—for the removal of proven 
sources of water contamination—I will quote 
the running remarks on the examination: 
‘The water taken directly from the river was 
obtained about as far from the shore as the 
influx tower is from which the water-works 
supply comes. The water from the influx 
well runs directly to the settling reservoirs, 
where it stands from six to thirty-six or 
more hours, according to time and need (in 
the case, Dec. 22, forty-three hours—in the 
other two cases unfortunately, I do not 
know), when it goes tothe clear or distrib- 
uting well, the surplus going to the surplus 
reservoir at Compton Hill. The settling 
reservoirs are filled about every third day in 
summer and fourth day in winter, and are 
cleaned in summer about every two weeks, 
and in winter when mild weather permits. 
The surplus well has never been cleaned. 

„Some of the figures in the table seem 
somewhat discrepant; but, as the analysis 
was made with care. 1 prefer letting them 
stand for themselves to making any attempt 
at explaining away seeming inconsistencies, 
especially as there are so many conditions 
and circumstances to be taken Into consider- 
ation. In comparing water from the two 
wells, it must be noticed that the water ex- 
amined from theclear wellis not from the 
water running at the same date into the in- 
flux well. Hence the difference, in two cases, 
of .02 grains per gallon more of chlorides in 
the clear — than in the influx well on the 
same date is not so absurd, if one were sensi 
tive about admitting so small an error 
of experiment; and so with the disparity of 
the solid residue, as that of the organicmat- 
ter, Dec. 22, after filtering. The gain by fil- 
tering—at least through paper—instead of 
settling, appears to be very slight, although 
the water is improved still more by fitra- 
tion after subsidence. The water 18 im- 
proved in nearly every respecc by subsid- 
ence. The free carbonic acid retains the 
lime carbonate in solution, and when it 
disappears some of the lime carbonate 
deposits, and with it much of the organic 
matter,. the coloring matter at the same 
time disappearing. The hardness is very 
materially diminished, and the water is 
moderately soft and economica! for domestic 
purposes. The degrees of hardness tn the 
table do not express the quantity of 
soap destroyed, but the quan- 
tity of ume carbonate, or its equivalent of 
other salts, which destroys soap. The water 
is not abnormally charged with chlorine, 
taking other waters as standards, though the 
chlorine is considerably increased below the 
influx tower, probably from sewage. Though 
the presence of nitrites does not necessarily 
indicate previous sewage contamination, nor 
their absence, absence of such contamina- 
tion, still the small amount present cannot 
be construed unfavorably. The showing 
for ammonia is, unfortunately, not so favor- 
able. According to Wanklyn’s standard all 
drinking water may be required to be of such 
a degree of purity as not to yield more than 
0.0056 grains of albumenoid ammonia per 
gallon of water. If not in this state natur- 
ally all water that is to be used for drinking 
purposes ought to be filtered till it becomes 
so. Possibly a very high degree of purity— 
say 0.0021 grains albuminold ammonia per 
gallon—will be generally attainable without 
unreasonable trouble. Whatever may be yet 
further accomplished in the way of improv- 
ing the waterworks supply after it is 
brought from the influx-tower in the 
river, as by filters, more settling reservoirs, 
more frequent cleansing of the reservoirs, 
protection from dust, etc., itis evident that 
the river will be worse, as a source ofsupply, 
and never better, so long as it is made the 
receptacie of all the sewage and other Mfith 
along its course. The joint use of a small 
body of still water as a receptacle of sewage 
end source of drinking water is abhorrent to 
all It is only because of the magnitude and 
motion of the stream that the mixture in our 
river loses so much of repulsivenpess that 
many give it no thought. 

NOT PURIFIED BY MIXTURE. 

But the statement so long current that a 
mixture of one part sewage to twenty of 
water will clear itself in running twelve 
miles has been proven incorrect. The 
Rivers Commission in England has shown 
that in such a mixture the sewage is not de- 
stroyed in running 160 miles. Dilution of 
sewage is not purification. By sufficient di- 
lution, simple toxic agents may be rendered 
harmless; but diffusing enteric fever, 
choleraic, or other zymotic germs, does not 
destroy them; they remain animate, pro- 
lific matter, ready to disseminate disease 
wherever a suitable medium or nidus and 
field are found. However healthy St. Louis 
may be now, ourefforts should to make 
her more 80, and the pollution of her chief 
source of water supply should be well guard- 
ed against. Although some long for the mix- 
ture as it used to be served from the old 
water-works, or even unsettled from the 
river, it must be evident, to the unpreju- 
diced, that under the present system. not to 
menption the important consideration of the 
matter taken into our stomachs, the re- 
lief to our health and comfort from 
the silt and geine, formerly deposited on our 
streets and premises through sprink- 
ling carts and other agencies, and after- 
wardcarried into the air, is far from upim- 
—. de microscopic contents of a 
imited area of water may be largely read 
from the microscopic material, mineral, 
vegetable or animal, with which it comes in 
contact.

sources of pollution, that stream contains,in 
oo or less diffusion, material coming 
rom those sources. Much of the microscopic 
flora and fauna may be invaluable in de- 
stroying harmful organic matter—some 
kinds take up organe matter, as 
some Species of Beggiatoa take 
up sulphur—and may be harmless itself 
except from its own decompositioa at death, 
Its presence may have no hygienic import 
further than it demoastrates the presence of 
deleterious matter on which the organisms 
live. Others may, in their career, produce 
material from this pabulum, injurious to 
some Kinds of higher animal life or to man, 
or may retain their vitality, until they reach 
by air or water, their higher hosts in which 
they may do great harm. The amount of 
the ultimate diffusion of these inhabitants of 
the water, their retention of life and 
activity and the like, in given places 
down a great stream like the river from 
which our water supply is taken, are gov- 
erned by conditions innumerable. Difference 
in climate, in temperature, in motion or 
stagnation of the water, tn the relative quan- 
tity of material of tne proper character in so- 
lution or suspension on which the flora and 
fauna may thrive, precludes such absolute 
inferences for the water—as we obtain it for 
our supply—as we are able to make at sep- 
arate points, Uke the one used in this illus- 
tration from Maline Creek; excepting, of 
course, conclusions from such matter as 
come to it from distances so small or under 
conditions so favorable as to leave no doubt. 
I think. therefore, that the proper examina- 
tion ofa great water supply of a city like 
ours, and from such tremendous distances, 
should, like meteorological observations, be 
conducted at least daily. The laboratory 
statistics, then, at our water-works might 
in a few years, in connec- 
tion with other municipal and health 
Statistics, prove of great value. 
In the water examined by me from 
the influx-tower and the wells atthe water- 
works, there is, in proportion to the bulk of 
the water, a great paucity, numerically, of 
the organisms found in Gingrass Creek; and 
those found were, at my examination, in the 
resting stage, from which, however, they 
will awake in due course.of time,and of stag- 
nation of the water. The water from the 
creek named contains, besides its decompos- 
ing organic matter, myriads and myriads of 
infusoria, but, so far as present examination 
shows, confined almost entirely to a few 
species, amceva difiucus, chilomofuas par- 
amccium and vorticella microstoma. 
This beautiful infusorium may here be 
seen in its equally beautiful and 
various modesof multiplication. Thespecial 
home of these ciliated organisms is in water 
containing a large quantity of organic mat- 
terin solution. There is no doubt of the 
further appearance of species in this water 
by standing. But it is well Known that many 
of these microscopic inhabitants of water 
live their generation and die ot or go into a 
state of rest, to be folluwed by different 
species inthe same way, and then appear 
again themselves in proper season under 
favorable conditions. Members of micro- 
scopic flora and fauna of our water supply, 
with which I have long been somewhat fa- 
miliar, are not very limited in number or 
kind; but the present time proves not very 
favorable for their presence or demonstra- 
tion.’’

may find the bottle is asked to write the date 
and locality, afterwards forwarding the pa- 
Per to the nearest United States Consul or to 
the Hydrographic’ Office at washington. 
Directions as to these matters are printed on 
the paper in several langueges. Up tothe 
t time 261 of the bottle papers thus 
scattered broadcast havebeen returned, but 
thousands of them are still afloat, and of 
these a considerable percentage will be 
picked up sooner or later. Of course it is im- 
ble toknow how many of those placed 
the hands of observers have been duly 
Dottied and launched. 

The courses taken by the bottles in drift- 
ing tells the story of the ocean currents, and 
knowledge of these is ofthe utmost import 
ance tomariners. Chiefly it is valuable for 
enabling vessels to select such routes across 
the seas as will make it possible for them to 
take advantage of favoring streams and to 
avold unfavorable ones. Columbus knew 
nothing about the currents of the Atlantic

us, after being driven far to the south 
ward, he fnally brought up at San Salvador.

It has long been known that the waters of 
the Atiantic Ocean area sort of Whirlpool on 
a gigantic scale, the central point of which ts 
a short distance to the southwest of the 
Azores. Just as in the case of an atmos- 
pheric cyclone, there exists in the middle of 
this aqueous vortex a region where the fluid 
of the sea has scarcely any motion, so that 
bottles or other floating objects entering it 
are apt toremain there indefinitely, sinking 
finally tothe bottom, For miles thereabout 
the surface of the sea is covered With what Is 
commonly known as ‘‘gulf-weed,’’ large 
areas of it having the appearance of a 
drowned meadow, on which one might im. 
agine it possible to walk. This enormous veg.: 
Stable accumulation was formerly supposed 
to be made up of plants tornaway by the 
gulf stream from the shores of the Balamas 
and Florida, but it is now Known that the 
weed gro and propagates while freely 
floating on the water. It teems with multi- 
tudinous forms of life.

On the bottom of the ocean, beneath this 
vast field of weed fAlled with mals living 
and dying, an immiese deposit of animal and 
vegetable remains must be gradually form- 
ing. Should that part of the floor of the sea 
be upheaved at some future time by volcanic 
action, it would furnish mines of manure 
sufficient to fertilize the farms of the world, 
Supposing that it were possible economically 
to fetch to Europe or America great quanti- 
ties of this water plant which now floats use- 
less, it would be enormously valuable asa 
fertilizer. 

Many ‘‘derelicts’’—i, e., deserted and 
waterlogged vessels—find their way into the 
Sargasso Sea, where they float about fora 
long time and finally break up or sink. An 
important feature of the work of the Hydro- 
graphic Office is the finding of such dangers 
to navigation, the approximate locations of 
which are plotted monthly on the pilot 
charts distributed to skippers. Four years 
ago great alarm was felt on account of a 
gigantic raft of logs which went adrift 
south of Nantucket. It was composed 
of 27,000 trunks of trees from 50 to 
100 feet long, bound with tron 
into a cigar-shaped mass 560 feet long 
and weighing 11,000 tons. It was con- 
structed in Nova Scotia, starting from the 
Bay gf Fundy for New York in tow. The 
hawsers parted in a hurricane, leaving the 
raft in the direct track of commerce. The 
biggest of the ocean greyhounds on striking 
such an obstruction would have gone down 
at once with all on board. Two Government 
steamers and a tug started at once in pursuit 
of the paft, which had luckily been broken up 
by the storm, the remnants of it being found 
scattered overa wide space about 100 miles 
southeast of the point where it was lost. For 
some time it was imagined that the floating 
logs might do damage, but, though many 
vessels encountered them, no harm resulted. 

This would have been the most dangerous 
derelict ever knowntf the raft had held to- 
gether. Vessels which come under this de 
nomination are most commonly laden with 
lumber or some other light cargo, so that 
they do not sink, but merely become water. 
logged, floating about dismasted with decks 
on a level with the water, so that it is very 
difficult to see them in time to avoid them. 
Continually drifting, there is no telling when 
ana where they will be encountered, and a 
collision with such an obstacle is very apt 
to mean total wreck. Ships often sail 
away and are never heard from again, 
though there has been no storm, and 
in such cases they are reported ‘‘miss- 
ing, the likelihood always being that they 
have met with some such accident as this, 
against which even the best navigator can- 
not guard. So serious has been this peril 
that it has been proposed that the nations 
should divide the oceans into districts, each 
one keeping its own district clear. The most 
extraordinary derelict ever heard of was the 
bargue Marie Celeste, which was found 
in the middie of the Atlantic de- 
serted, with every sail set, dinner half- 
cooked in the galley, and not a soul on board, 
though she had every appearance of having 
been occupled immediately before. The 
weather was falr and there was a gentle 
breeze. She was towed into port, but no ex- 
planation of the mystery has ever offered 
itself. One of the uses of studying the sur- 
face currents of the seas is for the tracking 
of derelicts. Often, when a very dangerous 
one is located, a steamer is sent out to blow 
it scy-high with explosives. 

Before many years have passed there willl 
be adopted a regular system for making pre- 
dictions of weather on the ocean, based upon 
observations at stations in different parts of 
the Atlantic. It is not practicableto con- 
struct reliab'e forecasts for that vast waste 
of waters from data obtained on its shores. 
Therefore it is proposed that observatories 
shall be established on the Bermudas, the 
Azores, the Canaries and Cape Verde Isiand, 
allof which are already or will soon be con- 
nected with the continents by telegraphic 
cable. Excepting the Bermudas, ail of these 
islands have localities sultable for high-level 
observatories. There are mountains in 
the Azores a mile and a half high; 
in Madeira, a mile high; in Teneriffe, 
two miles high, and on the Cape Verde Isi- 
and of Fogo there is a peak a mile and three- 
quarters high. Observations taken from 
Fogo would be particularly valuable, because 
itis near the tropics and on the parallel 
where most ofthe important cyclones that 
traverse the Atlantic are generated. The 
observatories will be equipped with instru- 
ments for noting the first appearance, nature 
and progress of disturbances, and the Intelil- 
gence thus secured will be transmitted to 
the mainiand in time to give warning of 
coming storms. In this way the destruction 
of shipping along the coasts by unexpected 
hurricanes will be to a great extent pre- 
vented. 

The fact Is interestin g to contemplate that, 
if the entire surface ofthe earth were made 
level, the whole globe would be covered with 
water toa depth of two miles. The average 
depth of the oceans at present is three miles. 
Perhaps the best way to get a notion of what 
such a depth signifies isto think of a place 
three miles distant on the surface of the 
earth and to imagine the horizontal line con- 
neéting one’s self with that place swung 
downward tothe perpendicular. The deep- 
est hole in any of the oceans is found just 
east of Japan, where the bottom sinks toa 
depth of five anda quarter miles below the 
surface.

TRAVEL ABROAD. 


pon, Dec. 19.—1 pray all ot you who are 
to follow atter the European jaunts, never 
to cross the English Channel between 
and Calais save by day. It has always been my 
gréewsome fortune to make the passage by | 
night and in storm. 

It is pleasant surely from the time our 
train leaves the grim London house-tops, 
all the way in the evening gloaming 
through the lovely chire of Kent, but the 
roar of the sea is always louder upon the 
great stone quays than the din of our fast 
night mail, as we rush in upon quaint old 
Dover town. j 

A moment at the station, and then we 
creep along the docks and come alongside the 
royal mail steamer; hustled out of our 
wheeled, half-lighted cells and driven like 
unwilling cattle down the slippery descent 
and up over the gangway which seesaws with 
desperate suggestions of danger, and are 
finally hauled aboard the rocking craft like 
the faint-hearted landlubbDers we are. 

‘*First.class aft! second-class for 4!“ 

Sorting us like sheep, we are at last hud- 
died aboard the Foam! - most appropriate 
name, for even here at the docks the sea is 
so wild that its spume is dashed over us; the 
luggage and continental mail are somehow 
taken on; and, with a great lurch from which 
the steel-ribbed though diminutive and 
shell-like craft only recovers to be hurled 
violently in another direction, our steamer 
fairly began its ricocheting across the chan- 
nel. 

Behind us, nestled in one of the most 
charming ravines in all England, is ancient 
Dover town, with its lights winding away to 
the westward and blinking from the sides of 
the cliff; while the great Dover Light-house 
flames out upon the channel and brings into 
weird outlines the stupendous castellated 
fortifications upon mighty Dover Heights. 

You are instantly plunged into the plain, 
old-fashioned misery of sea-sickness. You 
do not go in-doors, for all those nite people 
who must be quite as used to a channel dont 
as a ferry would surely notice you Wers de 
coming ill. On the other hand, all the ter- 
rors of the deep and of approaching physical 
helplessness are resultant from your en- 
forced acrobatic feats upon deck. 

Between humiliation apd possible death, 
in sheer desperation you choose disgrace. 
Your hand is upon the cabin door, but seems 
palsied. No, you will geek the second-class 
cabin, ‘‘for’d,’* They will be less critical 
there. Its door ts Dut fifty feet away, but 
where is Braver pilgrimage than this? It 
seems an age until you have been able to 
throw yourself down the winding stairway 
into the strange, triangular cabin below. 

Ugh! the odor of the place, its subtle dread 
and subtler qualms will always possess you 
whenever your crossing of the English Chan- 
nel returns as a ateful blot upon your 
memory. 

Under the stairway, from bebind a eres. 
cent-shaped bar, two Tom Thumb like tiny 
old boys, attired like men-of-war’s men, are 
dispensing liquors and ales at a lively rate. 
Every male iu the cabin is smoking, some at 
the same time munching food at the sloppy 
lunch table, where the dishes click 
and slip with a greasy erind with 
the lurching of the vessel. Through 
the noxious vapors, and as if far 
away and in an oppressive dream, you see, 
at either side of the cabin and in (iers, each 
beyond and slightly higher than another, in 
amphitheater form of arrangements, capa- 
cious bunks, Each is provided with a leather 
incased cushion, a serge-covered pillow and 
a sunken cuspidor; and nearly all of these 
bunks are occupied by men and women in 
every imaginable attitude of human suffer- 
ing, orof preparation against torturing ex- 
perience. 

Over there is a party of Americans, evi- 
dently an entire family. They are cursing 
everything outside of America, and strug- 
gling with each other as their physical con- 
vulsions increase. Beyond are several friars 
in brown and gray, perhaps from some of the 
French clolsters beyond Amiens, sober and 
grave in their rough habit and cowls, bear- 
ing their misery with wonderful fortitude, 
Opposite are stolid commercial travelers, 
Silent Jews, and Frenchmen full of antics in 
their torture, with Frenchwomen, graceful! 
and pretty even in this most remorselessly 
leveling ot all human ills, an English Chan- 
nel sea-sickness. 7 

The horrible alr and scenes of this cabin 
force you withothers back upon the deck, 
where the steamer’s railat one side catches 
you in its banging erip to hurl you to the 
iron netting embrace ofthe other. There is 
no escape. All bravery, resolution and su- 
preme will power are ot no avall. You recall 
in an ecstasy of hopelessness that no chan- 
nel steamer was ever lost. With this thought 
all possibility of relief is abandoned, Fora 
good hourevery aspiration and ambition of 
life is swept away. You grovel and slide and 
stop as limpasa strand of cold macaron! upon 
the night mail steamer’s deck; for utter ex- 
haustion has come. 

Butat last the bracing storm which has 
whipped the channel into foam pounds new 
life into you. Thesalt spray dashes into your 
faceand revives you. You crawl to where 
the four grim wheelmen are, for iu the cut. 
ting wind there is a faint odor ofthe land. 
The chief wheelman comforts you with: 

‘*‘Doan’t mind it, mon. The best there be 
doan’t be able to stand on their legs here- 
about 

Away to the right is now seen the light at 
the French cape of Griz Nez. Soon your 
steamer begins skirting the coast. Here and 
there are glintings and glimerings of light 
from the coastwise villages, where the late 
revelor via is being kept. The pier - head 
light at Calais grows and glows. Over the 
looming quay where the sea plays mad havoc 
isa continuous wreathing of flashing phos- 
phorescence. Speedily now your steamer 
literally gallops into port. 

Here at one side are the fantastic fishing 
craft and the bellying ‘‘lighters,’’ At the 
other, as the bedraggled passengers crowd to 
the gangway opening, are rows of French 
porters, bowing and scraping and chattering 
glibly, The weird cressets flare over the 
picture strangely, anda flavor of decaying, 
saity things, of half digested cognac and of 
penetrating garlic, is over all. 

And what a din is there! 

With aswash anda bump the ‘‘Storm’’ is 
finally made fast. Then the perilous mid- 
night ascent to the docks, the keen-eyed 
customs Officers, the skirmishes and more 


serious engagements with porters, the cries 


of the guards, the miserable entanglements 
and wild-eyed sorties, and finally, the mad 
haste tothe different trains for Paris, for 
Viehna and for Berlin. In half an hour 
everything bas come to rights; you have with 
an hundred ‘‘pardons!’’ and ‘‘remercies!’’ 
been hustled into one carriage only to de 
hustied wut of this into another; and at last 
you are locked tightly within one which has 
got you safely for a little time. 

Then. certain of still Deing all wrong, the 
train moves away fromthe docks; weaving 
and swaying past where red-shirted French

remercie! 
**Pardonnez moi!’’ 
‘fitted to the staccato of the wheels upon the 
rails; ever after carried in the memory like 
infernal realization of witeh - waned 
rgis Night. 


There is a great distinction between British 
„ tipping' and American ‘‘tipping’’ in Great 
Britain. Your true Briton tips“ with 
something like unconscious kindliness. 
We Americans whotravel in Europe bestow 
our gratuities largely, Joosely, loudly, as 
though we were either defying criticism or 
resenting petty brigandage. 

Quite as striking a difference will be found 
in the disposition of all British serving peo- 
ple in their acceptance of tips“ from Briton 
or foreigner. They often seem bullies to us, 
because our manner arouses their antagonism 
or cupidity, or both. But they are veritable 
lambs to their own folk, and the Englishman, 
who is the greatest of travelers in his own 
country, will leave a shining tral! of grati- 
tude and good will behind him by the jual- 
cious use of copper only, when we perforce 
follow in perturbation and discomfort, 
though we spangle our way with silver. 

I have seen the English side of this fact 
fllustrated on countiess occasions. Only 
recently while waiting fora London train at 
the great Rugby Station, a handsome, portly, 
venerable gentleman alighted from the car- 
riagé ofa train from Coventry. A porter 
hastened to his assistance and conducted 
himto a comfortable seat next the door 
where I stood. Then he struggled with the 
luggage. There were altogether sixteen 
parcels. Four were huge leather 
hand-bags, each of the size and 
weight of a marketable Limerick 
pig. They were all finally tidily pied 
alongside the distinguished traveler. The 
latter’s hand went into his pocket where 
there was apparently much coin, and surely, 
Ithought, it will reappear with at least 1 
shilling, possibly with a crown. I could 
not help seeing it was only a 
ha penny. But the bland and perteet 
grace with which it was bestowed, 
and the momentary, half-conscious look 
of attention and sympathy, which accom- 
panied it, were what filled me with amaze- 
ment and admiration. The porter, still blow- 
ing from exertion, touched his cap with a 

sort of humility, and said ‘‘Thankee, 
sir!’ ma tone of positive gratitude. In re- 
sponsetomy own ‘‘thripenny bit’’ and an 
inquiry who the gentleman that ‘‘tipped’’ 
with half pennies micht be, the porter an- 
swered heartily : 

nnn Wy, ees the Earl of —. 
worry One man ee is, sir. 

What am excellent courier he would 
make!’’ I could mot help thinking and say- 
ing. 

‘*‘Doan’t knowasto that, sir, replied the 
porter, admiringly; ‘*but ee’s a Kerry fine 
man, sir; werry good un to ee’s people.“ 


One of the sweetest lassies in u Scotland, 
one of the best mothers and on@vf the sturdi- 
est of fathers, are dear friendsof mine at 
Dumfries, Scotiand. The lassie is Jean 
Armour Burns Brown. Her mother ts tlie 
daughter of the oldest and best-beloved of 
Robert Burns’ sons, Robert Burns, Jr., who 
was himself a true poetanda manof pro- 
found intellectual attainment. This mother 
and dauguter are the immortal bard's near- 
est living relatives. The home is modest and 
plain, but rich in love, sentiment and the 
most priceless of human sympathies, and I 
have long since come to love this truly lov- 
able Scottish home for the manhood, woman- 
hood and purity that dwell within it. 

They are not rich people these—uot even 
folk of moderate means; but there isa true 
nobility ig thelr ever fine and lofty inde- 
pendence which honors the memory of the 
bard whose fame bestowed no little honor 
upon them. Some one conceived the idea of 
constructing a duplicate of the ‘*Burns cot- 
tage at Ayr, in which the poet was born, 
for exhibition at the World’s Fair. This 
was all well enough. Then some fertile 
mind, devoid of sensitiveness or sentiment, 
further conceived. This little family must be 
coralled, lassoed and herded in the Burns 
cottage,’’ to be catalogued, labeied and 
gazed at, like a kaffir band, a two-headed 
calf, or the wild Australian children, by 
millions of World’s Fair visitors. A United 
States Consul in Scotland has just broken the 
hilarious news of what was expected of them 
to these reputable descendants of Robert 
Burns in Dumfries; and the gentle but dig- 
nified reply he has received will undoubtedly 
be omitted from his forthcoming consulate 
memoirs to be entitled Rifts in the Mists of 
Auld Reekie.’’ 

While on the subject of Burns and his 
descendants it is also an interesting fact that 
the Ellisland farm-home of Robert Burns has 
Just been thrown open to the public. This 
house,on the banks of the songful Nith, 
about six miles north ‘of Dumfries, is stand- 
ing as sturdily to-day as when its strong 
walls were completed by Robert Burns’ own 
hands, If there isto be a Burns Cottage 
atthe World’s Fair, this Is the one which 
should be copied, or at least those having 
the matterin charge should recognize the 
truth that its representation would infinitely 
more emphatically memorize ‘‘fair Colla’s 
bard’’ than a prototype of the Ayr cottage 
wherein he was born. 

This Nith-side cottage is hallowed by a 
myriad sacred memories of Burns, He built 
it while singing many a lusty song to his 
absent love and wife. When done it was to 
his honest eyes fairer than any place in 
Britain. To it he brought his adored Jean 
‘*preceded by a peasant girl carrying the 
family Bible and a bowlof salt. The most 
of nis children were born within its walls. It 
was the one Eden of labor, love and song 
that the poet and his wife ever knew. 

There are hundreds of visible relics still 
at the Ellisland cottage of the poet’s own 
handiwork. He was the great, the immortal 
Burns, more for his life within this humble 
home than for all else of earthiy accomplish- 
ment; for here were produced, among scores 
of minor poems, his most ecstatic achieve- 
ment, Tam o' Shanter,’’ written in a day 
and denominated by Alexander smith since 
Bruce fought Bannockburn, the best sin- 
gie day’s work done in Scotland.“ his 
magnificent battle-piece, ‘‘The Song of 
Death,’’ his wonderful satire, ‘‘The Kirk’s 
Alarm,’’ his matchiess embodiment of con- 
nubial affection, ‘‘Johbn Anderson, My Jo. 
% Blaw Ye Westlin Winds, his Address 
to the Nith,’’ ‘*On Seeing a Wounded Hare, 
that grand Address to the Shade ot Thom- 
son, Ot a the Airts the Winds Can Blaw,’’ 
and that divinest of all his odes, ‘‘To My 
Mary in Heaven.

THE WHEEL. 


THE ADVENTURES OF SACHTLEBERN AND ALLER, 
WHO HAVE CIRCLED THE WORLD. 

Letters have been received by friends in 
this city from W. L. Sachtleben of Alton, III., 
and Thos. L. Allen of Ferguson, Mo., who 
have arrived in San Francisco after making 
a tour of the world on bicycles. Both young 
men were students of the Washington 
University, and after finishing’ thelr 
studies in June, 1890, they started out 


on their venturesome trip. After visiting 
Washington, D. C., they sailed from New 
York, landing in Liverpool on July 4. Here 
they purchased bicycles and made a tour of 
the British Isles. After that they took in 
France. They wheeled through Rouen, Paris, 
Chartres, Portiers, Bordeaux and Marseilles, 
Thence they journeyed along the Riviera and 
into Italy, where Rome, Genoa and Milan 
were viewed. Greece was next visited, 
and along halt made at Athens. From this 
point they journeyed to Constantinople and 
preparations for the invasion of Asia were 
begun. From now on the journey was one 
full of perils and hardship, through all of 
which the adventurous young wheelmen 
passed safely, much to the relief of their 
many anxious friends In this vicinity. 

Our first exploit, of which we area little 
proud, writes Sachtleben, 'was the scal- 
ing of Mount Ararat. We were the first 
Americans that reached the top, and the 
natives could hardly belleves we had suc- 
ceeded. We started on July 2 and reached 
the summit July 4. There We celebrated the 
American holiday by waving the American 
fag and firing off shots from our revolvers. 
On our return the Governor of Bayazid 
gave a dinner in our honor. 
Through Turkey, in Asia, we rode and 
then through Persia, visiting Teheran on 
our way. Our journeying was along camel 
paths, there being no otherroads. At Tash- 
kand, the capital of Turkestan, we remained 
from November, 1891, to May 7, 1892,and spent 
a good deal of the time in studyingthe Rus 
slan language. We often had occasion to no- 
tice the eager attitude of Russian sentiment 
regarding the advance upon British Afghan- 
istan. The Russians are very friendly to 
Americans and on this account we re- 
ceived many courtesies. Our last stopping 
place in Russian territory was at Vernoe,and 
here the people tried to dissaude us from 
making the attempt to goto China, but relying 
on a special passport which had been given 
us by the Chinese inister in London, We de- 
termined on trying to get thfough. After 
leaving Kuldja the route taken was by way of 
Urmpse to the border of the Gobi desert at 


studies. Whatever withdraws the best of 
that enthusiasm to the other channels defeats 
to that extent the aim of the educational 
institution.

AN ASPHALT HIGHWAY. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 31.—A number of 
America’s cycling manufacturers have in 
contemplation a gigantic scheme—nothing 
more norless than the construction of an 
asphalt road from 20 to 25 feet wide from New 
York to Chicago. The relay ride between 
these two cities brought the abominable con- 
dition ofthe roads prominently to the at- 
tention ofthe public The original idea was 
to construet a tract or pathway between the 
two cities, about four or five feet wide, made 
solidly and covered with asphalt. But on 
further consideration the interested parties 
thought that by making the road 35 feet wide 
and itbaving constructed as nearly ona 
line and as near as many large cities as pos- 
sible, they could gain the support of otner 
than New Vork and Chicago people. The 
line would be invaluable for government use, 
as swift couriers would have an opportunity 
to perform good work.

HE WAS ECONOMICAL AND SHE WAS 
VERY EXTRAVAGANT 


Before Marriage She Promised to Follow 
Where He Should Lead—After the 
Knot Was Securely Tied Her Attitude 
Suddenly Changed — Stinging Taunts 
Provoked the Murderous Blow. 


Des Mornes, I0., Dec. 81.— When Peter Sut- 
ter, an old man 63 years of age, struck his 
wife on the head with a hammer in this city 
Thursday and instantly kilied her, the public 
did not know the circumstances which led up 
to the murder. He was only a farmer—a 
plain, innocent man—who by thrift had ac- 
cumulated a fortune of between $75,000 and 
$100,000. Since the murder was committea 
facts have come to the surface which make it 
one of the most remarkable crimes ever 
committed in lowa. Sutter has lived in this 
State for the past twenty years. He owns a 
farm of 160 acres near the city, where he has 
made his home during his residence in Iowa. 
Fourteen months ago, while he was living 
alone on his farm, he saw the need of having 
a housekeeper to attend to his home. 
ue inserted an advertisement ina local pa- 
per, and froma number of answers he se- 
lected Thressa Squires to perform the du- 
ties. She wasa woman about 85 years of age, 
of prepossessing appearance and htguly edu- 
cated. Sherepresented to Sutter that she 
Was a widow, but recent facts proves that 
she has a husband living in Illinois. She 
went to the farm and was installed in her 
new duties. In a few days Sutter was dis- 
pleased with the way she attendedto her 
work and he told her it would be necessary 
for him to employ someone else. 

This was the beginning of the acquaintance- 
ship which led to the marriage of Peter 
Sutter and Thressa Squires, and finally to 
her death. After leaving the farm she wrote 
him a touching letter, telling him how sorry 
she was that she was not able to dothe 
work, and when the old man answered the 
missive the woman saw she had an easy 
dupe and it-would only bea matter of time 
until she could control his fortune. This was 
the end she had in view, and how well she 
carried out her plans will be seen by the fol- 
lowing statement made dy Mr. Sutter to a 
representative of the ScwpaY Post-DISPaTCH. 
To get the story complete it will be necessary 
to go back with Mr, Sutter to the death of his 
first wife. 

In 1888, he said., my first wife died. 1 
was then, as now, a prosperous farmer near 
this city. I had seven children, of whom 
three were girls. Icontinuedto farm until 
two years ago, whenI was hampered by the 
absence of female help in the home, my 
daughters having gone away by marriage 
and through seeking other employment more 
agreeable than that of working on a farm. 
linserted an advertisement in a Des Moines 
paper, which was answered by Thressa 
Squires. Her services were accepted, and 
several days afterwards she presented her- 
selfatthe farmandwas given a situation. 
She appeared to be a woman of culture and 
refinement, and though she did not meet the 


requirements of the situation I gave her a.

Conscious ofa 
bad bargain, I accepted the situation and 
acqueisced in her desires. We remained at 
the Kirkwood House for six months at a daily 
cost of $ per day. Then I concluded to build 
a house and economize. Accordingly, I pur- 
chasedalot on Twenty-ninth and Cottage 
Grove avenue and contracted for the erection 
of a comfortable bome, ata cost of about 
$6,000. Pending the completion of the house 
we secured apartments with Mrs. Bollinger, 
at Twenty-ninth and Cottage Grove avenue. 

Owing to the extravagance of my wife and 
her reckless dis position to live far beyond 
our means, Our married life was anything 
but happy. Though I informed her that the 
pace at which we were living would exhaust 
our means in a few years, she gave no heed 
but spent money with a lavish hand. 1 
would give her one day, and having spent 
itshe would demand $100 the next. er ex- 
travagance was the cause of many 
domestic jars, and the direct cause 
of a great deal of trouble. 
The culmination ofour woes was reached 
Thursday morning when, during an acri- 
monious quarrel,she turned upon me and ex- 
claimed in a spirit of devilish glee: ‘I willex- 
tort from you all your money and leave you 
and your children paupers. That was my 
object when I married you, and it-is still my 
ambition.“ This devilish boast unbalanced 
my mind forthe moment, and seizing some- 
thing, I know not what, I struck and killed 
her. Ihavea vague recollection of striking 
her with something, but what it was I cannot 
state. It rma d have beena hammer or a 
chair. I saw her fall and realized that she 
was dead. God knows I had no intention of

**Realizing the terrible crime I had com- 
mitted, I had no further desire to live, and 
bad drawn a revolver to end my life, when I 
thought it would be better to surrender to 
the police and stand the consequences of the 
crime. Taking a last look at the prostrate 
form of my dead wife, I passed from the 
room, locked the doorandcame down town 
to give myself into the hands ofthe authori- 
ties. This I aid, and here lam, charged 
with the most serious charge that can be laid 
ata man’s door—that of murder.

On Friday Conrad Schopp, President of the 
Jacob Schopp & Bro. Fruit and Produce Co., 
910 and 912 North Third street, went to Mayor 
Noonan’s Qffice and most vigorously pee 
tested agaihst the signing ofthe bill, which 
he said would drive all the produce deaiers 
out of North Third street, which for 
fifty years has been their home. Mr. Schopp 
told the Mayor that he’ represented every 
property owner and dealer from the bridge 
to Carr street on North Third. Their prop- 
erty, he urged, might be estimated away up 
in the millions and they were convinced that 
the running of a double track railroad along 
the street would change its character and 
drive every one of them out of business. 

The Mayor listened attentively to what Mr. 
Schopp had to say and then told him to have 
a petition prepared to the same effect and 
have it signed by the merchants and property 
owners along the street and submitted to 
him on next Tuesday at noon. 

These instructions have been carried out 
and Mr. Sphopp has in. his possession a peti- 
tion signed by 600 merchants and owners 
praying that the bill be vetoed, and this he 
will present tothe Mayor at the Stated time.

Every 
farmer who brings his produce to this city must come 
there tosel). The new freight depots east of us have 
increased the value of our location tenfold. We have 
more wagon traffic im a day than any other part of the 
city in a week. The street is constantly blocked with 
— engaged in loading or unloading merchan-

THE PRODUCE DRBALERS’ ARGUMENTS. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter went from store 
to store along tbe proposed line on North 
Third street yesterday afternoon and found 
that the opposition to the road was unapl.- 
mous. Mr. Schopp, however, isthe spoxes- 
man ofthe merchants in this manner asin 
others, and the inquirer was invariably told 
to Eo to him for information. 
He is a heavy property owner, 
and conducts a large business 
on the street. He said: North Third street, 
from Washington avenue to Carr street, Is 
the natural marketofthe city and always 
has been. Countrymen coming with produce 
from the other side ofthe river drive 
into the street fromthe bridge. Every mer- 
chant who buys produce sends his teams to 
this locality. All the wagons and trucks that 
come over the bridge on their way 
to any point north of Washington avenue 
turn up North Third in order to avold the 
cars on the streets above. The railroads 
have built or are building freight depots just 
below Third street, and all the teams hauling 
freight to and from these make Third street 
their highway. The C. B. & O. has its im- 
mense freight depot, 2,000 feet long, at Second 
street. and Frenklin avenue; the Merchants“ 
Terminal Bridge Co, has located its local 
freight depot on Mainand Carr streets, the 
Jackson Southeastern’s depot isat second 
and Biddle streets, the Erie’s large depot is 
at Main and Biddle, the L. X N. is now build 
ing at Collins and Ashley, and the Wabash at 
Levee and Wash. The street traue to and 
from these depots is immense, and North 
Third street is blocked with vehicles every day 
for hours ata time. There is no room for 
street cars, and as itis the merchants are 
crowded forspace. If this proposed line ts 
built we will simply have to leave the street, 
which will be a great hardship for several 
reasons. Many of us have erected buildings 
ut only for the uses to which they are now 
put. There is no street in the 
city so well@suited for market purposes 
as North Third, and as we must all locate in 
the same street there seems to be no other 
place for us. For money of the property 
owners it would simply mean ruination to 
change the character of the street, which the 
railroad would certainly do. Those who do 
not own the property they occupy have long 
leases and would also be seriously 
damaged. And for what? To bene- 
fit the city? No, only, to give 
a railroad company the use of the street in 
order that it may make muny by hauling pas- 
sengers from one depot to another. The city 
has already taken fromthe business houses 
on the east side of the street their rear en- 
trances on Collins street by giving that street 
up tothe Wabash road, which has laid its 
tracks and taken entire possession. They 
have closed us up inthe rear and now they 
want to close us up in front. 

‘*I have been asked why we did not pre- 
vent the passage of the bill in the first place. 
In answer l say that I did all that I could. I 
went beforethe railroad committees of the 
two houses, set forth all these facts, and 
supposed I had given good reasons why the 
bill should be defeated. Yet the committees 
reported favorably and some of the com- 
mitteemen vote for the measure, 
which was engineered through by George 
W. Baumhof, General Superintendent 
of the Lindell Railway Co., an interested cor - 
poration. Besides this, we can’t be continu- 
ally before the Assembly opposing Dills to 
give Third street to railroad companies. I 
have foughtthe same fight Over and over 
againand defeated other bilis, and when I 
think we are secure in the possession of our 
business up bobs another bill backed by the 
capital of some grasping corporation 
that wants a rich prize. Two years 
ago the North & south Rapid Transit Co. 
had such a bill und we defeated it. It is a 
constant Dattleto keep the Assembly from 
giving the street away. If was the city 
that wanted it, it would be different. They 
could notify us to vacate and we would have 
to get out, but I don’t see why we should be 
Ir oe benefit ofa raliroad that will 

no way Denent the city.

RHINEBECK, N. T., Dec. 81.—You have 
heard the story as Irving tells it of the head - 
less horseman who spread consternation 
through Sleepy Hollow. This is a story ofa 
mysterous woman in Diack, who is 
exicting as much fear among 
the people of this peaceful  vil- 
lage, sixty miles furtherup the beautiful 

valley; as did Irving’s ghost. It is 
the story of a strange creature who glides 
noiselessly along the country roads at dead 
of night. She has never been known to ad- 
dress anybody, although she has met many. 
Her language is the language of signs. She 
invariably halts long enough to stretch out 
her long arm from beneath a black veil and 
at the same time make a hissing noise. She 
mightsay more if anyone hesitated long 
enough to give herthe chance, but nobody 
has tarried long enough as yet. This strange 
apparation is described by those who have 
seen it as a thin woman at least 6 feet 4 
inches tall, with a slight stoop and a long 
stride, 

»The woman in dlack, “ as the apparition 
is known, first made her appearance in 
Rhinebeck about six weeks ago. She, accord- 
ing to report, had been parading the streets 
of the villages just north of Poughkeepsie 
for several days prior to that time, but the 
people of Rhinebeck thought she was a myth. 
John Judson, who lives on Chestnut street, 
was the first to behold her here. 
As he was going home late one night he 
heard a noise im Walter W. Shell’s front yard. 
He looked around, and was startled to see a 
tall black object standing perfectly still. 
Judson hurried home and arrived there 
in a cold sweat. The next day 
the news was all over Rhinebeck. 
The women and children shivered and the 
men laughed, but that same night, as David 
Ackert, one of the best known business men 
in the village, was going home, he met the 
black-robed object on Main street. Ackert 18 
six feet tall himself, and he says he 
had to look up at the woman. 
She shrank from him with a hissing sound, he 
declares, and he passed on without saying a 
word, or again looking around. David 
Ackert’s word is as good as anamdavit in 


Rhinebeck. 

**I wasn’t scared, boys,’’ he said to algroup 
of listeners the next day. but I felt a shiv- 
ering sensation, for she was so tall and slim 
and piratical looking.“ 

The four village constables, Bill Sleight, 
John Heb, George Wheeler and Murray 
Dederick, and Night Watchman Seneca Tala- 
day heard Ackert’s story, and vowed tocap- 
ture the creature that very night, but the 
woman discreetly kept off the highways,and 
was not seen the following night either. 
Thomas Sinclare was the next reliable per- 


sonto encounter the strange woman. He 
met her on the outskirts ofthe village about 
0 o’clock at night. she was pacing in the 
middle of the road with her 
head bent low and her long arms 
clasped Dehind her. Sinclare merely took 
one look. Next James Traster met the mys- 
terlous creature in a side street about 10 
o'clock one night. He dia not stop and 
speak, because, as he says, he did not 
think of it until after she disappeared. 
He ts a tinsmith, and one of Rhinebeck’s 
most reliable citizens. Things have been 
running along in this way ever since. No 
one has taken advantage of his oppor- 
tunity to address the woman, and noone 80 
far has deliberately set about an investi- 
gation. The first woman to see the 
black apparition was Miss Florence Welch, 
the pretty young teacher at Miller's School, a 
mile and a half from here. Miss Welch dis-

She remained there un- 
til shortly after 5 o’clock, when she started 
to walk home. It was about dusk as she 
passed her school-house, and she glanced 
through the window.

She did not stop to 
see if it had been opened, but ran for her 
life. Sheis sure she was laboring undera 
delusion. Nathanel Post, who works 
for Frank Kern, went to Rhinecliff 
Saturday evening to meet his wife. In the 
flats, while they were driving home, the 
woman in black suddenly sprang in the mid- 
dle of the road. Post pulled up the horse and 
asked Mrs. Kern to hold the reins while 
he jumped out to fathom the mystery. 
Mrs. Kern was too frightened to 
give her consent and the woman 
scaled the fence and started across the 
meadow. Charies Martin, who carries the 
matlonthe kastern post route from Rhine- 
beck, met the woman in almost the same 
piace on the (following night. Rob- 
ert Shriver, the village bDiack- 
smith, who had been spending last 
Saturday evening with friends in Rhineclif, 
started for Rhinebeck at 10 o clock. In the 
outskirts of the village hesawa tall black 
object standing beside the roadway. With- 
out giving warning, he drew his pistol and 
fired three shotsat it. Itwas the woman 
in black, and she ran across the 
meadows. The next day being Sunday the 
villagers had a good chance to discuss the 
subject of the intruder.

Of course 
my suspicious persons had proved an alibi 
without saying a word.“ 

Every resident of Rhinebeck is perfectly 
satisiied that the woman in black is a reality, 
but not one of them can think of who she can 
be. There is nobody near here who answers 
the description of the mysterious creature 
and there isno family that harborsa crazy 
person. The negrest asylum is at Pougl:- 
keepsie, sixteen miles away, and no lunatic 
has escaped from that institution, add to 
the mystery the strange creature is never 
seen abroad in the daylight ana no one nas

BURIAL OF AN AMAZON. 


One of Dahomey’s Woman Warriers Died 
in @ermany. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

MuNiIcu, Dec. 22.—One of the most inter- 
esting events ever witnessed by the people 
of Northern climes and which attracted 
thousands of spectators, was the burial of 
the young Amazon, Cula, a member of the 
famous troup of Amazons of Dahomey, who 
have recently visited all the large cities of 
Lurope. 

Cula was only 17 years old, and was con- 
sidered a handsome woman by her tribe. 
The ceremonies which attended her burial 
were strange and imposing. Ere the coffin, 
profusely decorated with flowers and con- 
taining the remains of the dead Amazon, was 
carried from the dead-house, where it had 
been deposited, three Dahomey warriors and 
twelve Amazons in full regalia approached 
the bier to Kiss their dead sister. 
The Chief Amazon, Gumma, waved a 


farewell to her with a handkerchief 
amidst the plaintive chant of the 


The Amazon in Life. 


others. Conforming with Dahomey customs, 
the mouth of the dead woman was then 
tightly bound with awhitecloth, and the 
two large toes were also tied ‘together. 
When the procession arrived at the open 
grave, the chief warrior spokea number of 
prayers, in which the others joined, shoul- 
dering theirarms. When the coffin had been 
lowered to the grave, the brother of the 
dead woman stepped forward and spoke in 
substarce as follows: ‘‘Cula, we sur- 
round thy grave depressed with sor- 
row. Thou camest with us from our 
beautiful home, hoping with us to 
return thither. This cannot now be. Thou 
art dead, and we are bowed with fief. I 
have but one thing to Say to thee: If thou 
hast died a natural death caused by sickness 
for which there is no help, we are content. 
But if thou wast poisoned (the Amazons were 
very suspicious of the whites- and believed 
her to have died from poison), then do not 
rest in thy grave, but pursue the evil doer 
until thou art revenged. Farewell! Sleep in 
this foreign earth! We will not forget thee 
when we return to our native land!’ 

During this address the speaker held in his 
righthand a sword. which he brandished 
aloft when he referred to the possible poison. 
ing of his sister. With his other hand he 
clutched his hunting-knife. When he had 
finished all the members of the troup threw 
earth on the coffin. This ended the ceremony, 
during which the Amazons 1 a dig- 
nified quiet, which contrasted strangely with 
the wild horde of spectators, who broke 
noisily through the lines formed by the po- 
lice, knocked down tombstones and trampled 
over graves, so that the cemetery, to the 
everlasting disgrace of civilization be it said, 
looked more like a batticfield than the peace- 
ful resting place of the dead.

I IS THEIR MECCA. 


Legislators, Politicians and Candidates 
Going to the State Capital. 


REGULAR SESSION OF THE ASSEMBLY TO 
OPEN NEXT WEDNESDAY. 


Candidates for Legislative Offices and 
Their Chances—Mabrey in the Lead for 
Speaker—Preparations for Col. Stone’s 
Inauguration—Filley to Get the Com- 
plimentary Vote for Senator —Polities. 


At noon next Wednesday the regular bi- 
ennial session of Missouri’s General Assembly 
will be formally opened and the day follow- 
ing the permanent officers will be chosen. 
The Democratic Senate and House 
caucuses, which will be held 
Wednesday night, will select 
the offiters for both branches andthe. Ke- 
publicans with their hopeless minority will 
have to content themselves with a idistribu- 
tion of complimentary votes. When the or- 
ganization is effected Gov. Francis will sub- 
mit his farewell message and clear up the 
affairs of his office to have everything ready 
for Col. Stone, Who is to be inaugurated the 
following Monday. 

The method of getting the legislative 
wheels started is simple. In the House the 
Chief Clerk of the last session will call the 
House to order and announce the roll which 
he is obliged to prepare. The members are 
then sworn in and assigned to seats. This 
Is all that is done on the firstday. Inthe 
Senate the outgoing Lieutenant-Governor will 
preside until his successor is inaggurated. 

SEEKING LEGISLATIVE POSITIONS. 

The Democratic caucuses at Jefferson, 
when there are positions to bestow, are al- 
ways exciting, and those of next week will 
be noexception. In the House the Speaker- 
ship is sought by Thomas W. Mabrey of 
Ripley County and ]. T. Davidson 
of Marion. Party leaders concede that 
Mabrey has a good lead, but there 


is always a probability that a dark horse or 
two might be trotted out in the caucus. If 
this is done it may cut a material figure in 
the determination of the result. 

The speakership pro tem. is] wanted dy 
Representative John M. Coats of Platte 
County and Ben F. Stewart of Buchanan. 
Both are claiming the office. 

The chief clerkship, the best position the 
Assembly has toconfer upon a non-member, 
will be stubbornly fought for in 
the caucus, The candidates are 
Chas. L. Rowland of this city, who was As- 
sistant Chief Clerk in the last Assembly; 
John W. Jacks of Montgomery City and M. 
B. Henderson of Pike County, a nephew of 
John B. Henderson. Rowland’s friends 
claim the lead, but Jacks and Henderson are 
still working hard. The Chief Clerk has 
some thirty or forty assistants to appoint, 
and his position makes him a power inthe 


House. 

The Assistant Chief Clerkship, like the 
Clerkship, pays U per day. The candidates 
are Sidney Koy of Ralls County and Gilbert 
Gilbreath of Sedalia. 

There are four candidates for Engrossing 
Clerk andthey are all confident of get it. 
They are A. G. Love of Macon, Frank Abra- 
ham, Cass County; W. I. Rutherford, Clark 
County, and Hi. Md. Cormick, Lincoln County. 
The Engrossing Clerk has about a half dozen 
assistants usually allowed him, but if the 
Hiouse wants to be liberal he can put on a 
doren at the rate of $3.50 per day, Sundays 
anc holidays included. 

For Enrolling Clerk, R. L. Lunsford of 
Howell County, who had this post two years 
ago, isa candidate for re-election. James 
A. Turner of Carroll County Is strongly 
urged for the same post. The Enrolling 
Clerk is usually permitted to appoint sixor 
eight assistants. 

For Doorkeeper ex-Representative Mont- 
gomery Carnes or Sedalia has 
a commanding lead and is generally cos 
ceded the place. 

John H. Dameron is working hard for 
the post of Sergeant-at-Arms and seems 
likely to get it. He hails from Chouteau 
County. 

The chaplaincy will go to Rev. J. B. Pratts- 
man, the venerable Jefferson City minister 
who presided overthe spiritual department 
of the House two years ago. 
Rev. Prattsman served as a chaplain 
in the Confederate Army and has since been 
preaching at the State Capitol. When he 
was a candidate two years ago a number of 
members were induced to vote for him on 
the representation that his prayers were 
short and effective. Beside being a very old 
man Dr. rattsman is almost entirely 


blind. 
SEXATE OFFICES. 

The Senate has a number of easy places to 
bestow and there is no apparent scarcity of 
candidates. The number will thicken as the 
caucus draws nearer. 

The Vice-Presidency will, unless all calcu- 
lations are shattered, go to Senator Virgil 
M. Hines of Houston, Texas Co. 

The Secretaryship, worth $ a day and 
patronage, is anxiously sought by II. L. Gray 
of Boone County, r tae was Secretary of the 
last Senate, and J. Roach of Carthage. 
The Secretary, in addition to naming his own 
assistants, appoints the enrollingand en- 
grossing clerks and their assistants. 

For Assistant Secretary Frauk Farris of 
Crawford, who held the same place 
in the last Assembly, has the feld 
to himself. His place pays 35 per day, but 
has no patronage. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms assignment has been 
held by Ashley W. Kwing of Jefferson City for 
years, and it seems that there is an unwrit- 
ten law that this place is his for life. Two 
years ago he had no opposition, but at the 
approaching caucus North Missouri will urge

A FAUBOURG ST. GERMAIN MARRIAGE. 


The Illustrious — of Luynes and 
Noailles Allied. 


Special Corres pondence SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

ARIS, Dec. 18.—An event that has excited 
all the fashionable world of Paris has been 
the marriage ofthe Duke d’Ayen and Mlle. 
de Luynes. The Duke d' Ayen is eldest son of 
the Duke de Noallles, who bears one of the 
most illustrious names in France, and 
23 years old. The antiquity of 
the house is only equaled by its splendor, and 
besides the dukedoms of Noailles and Ayen, 
members of the family possess the tities of 
Duke de Mauchy and Ilrince-Duke de Poix. 
The grandfather of the bridegroom was the 
famous Duke de Noallles, who became Dean 
of the French Academy at the death of Victor 
Hugo and died at the age of 83 years, just one 
week after his old friend. This Duke de 
Noallles and the Duke de Talleyrand Peri- 
gard were the only Frenchmen of the 
present day who received the decoration 
of the Golden Fleece for other than political 
reasons. 

The Duke was made a member of the 
academy to replace Chateaubriand in 1848, 
and from that time on, his life was a series of 
contests with those jealous of his rank and 
popularity. When he had finished an Essay 
on St. Cyrand Mme.de Maintenon,’’ he was 
accused of stealing the essay from Theophile 
Lavallie, and Lavallle was represented as 
saying: 1 do not take your title my lord 
Duke; why do you rob meof my book?’’ The 
Duke de Noailles. was very sensitive about 
this accusation, for he worshipped the mem- 
ory of the celebrated woman, whose history 
isso connected with that of the house of 
The famous chateau de Maintenon, 
Eure et Loire, 


Noallles. 
nov in the Department of 
Was a present from Louls XIV. to Mme. de 
Maintenon, and she, in turn, gave 
it to her niece, who married the Due d’Ayen, 
son of the Marecha! de Noailles. This cha- 
teau is one of the historical bulidings of 
France. Built during the reign of Louls 
XIII., the towers and chapel of that epoch 
are standing atthe present day. The right 
and left wings were bullt by Mme. de Main- 
tenon, andthe Duke da Noailles decorated 
the gallery of the left wing with the portraits 
ofallthe membersof his family, celebrated 
since the Crusades. In one room of the cha 
teau, called the Maintenon chamber, is the 
Sedan chair of the famous woman, 
and her portrait by Mignard. One 
of tne avenues in the park 
is called Racine, for the great poet, who 
spent several weeks In the chateau. The de- 
throned Charles X., coming from Rambouil- 
let, passed a night at Maintenon, and the 
apartments oc? upled by his majesty are stil 
shown to visitors. It is in this castle that the 
young Duke and Duchess d’Ayen are spend- 
ing a part of their honeymoon. The father of 
the Duke d' Ayen Is well Known as a contribu- 
tor to various French reviews, and his uncle, 
the Marquis de Noailles, was once Frenca 
Minister at Washington. 

The Duchess d Ayen is 22 years old. and for 
the past three or four years has been con- 
sidered the most charming young girl in the 
Faubourg St. Germain. Her father, the Duke 
de Luynes, was killed at Patoy during the 
Franco-Prussian war. His wife vowed beside 
hig tomb never to forsake the name of her 
hero, and to keep the father always in the 
memory of thechildren. This vow Mme. de 
Luynes has religiousiy kept. The Duchess 
is an artist of merit, and many of her 
pictures, exhibited in the salon over 
the name Volande Dalbert, were inspired by 
the beautiful scenery of Vallee-aux-Loups 
and the princely magnificence of Eschumont, 
homes of her father, the Duke de Dondeau- 
Ville. Muchor her time is spent at Bonne- 
table, another seat of the Dondeauvilles. 
The Duchese de Luynes spendstwoor three 
monthseach year in Paris, and there her 
home is nasmall house beside that of her 
father in the Kuve de Varenne. This 
winter she is usually at Cannes, where 
she has a villa, but it ts at. Dam- 
plerre, the ancestral home, of the Luynes 
family, that she offers hospitality to her 
friends, Dampierre was chosen for the mar- 
riage of Mile. de Luynes anda special train 
carried the guests from Faris tothe station 
of Saint Remy les Chevreuse, near which 1s 
the Castle of Damplerre, The little church 
was exquisitely decorated with camelias and 
chrysanthemums and outside were crowds of 
peasants waiting tosee their dear Mlle, Vo- 
lande, who is their especial benefactress. 
The bride never looked more beautiful 
than in her gown of white satin, 
trimmed with orange flowers and 
point a l’aiguille, a Vell of the 
same lace falling from the coronet of orange 
biossoms. She waiked with her brother, the 
Duke de Luynes, and was followed by the 
Duke d’Ayen with the Duchess de Noallles. 
The Duke de Dondeauvilie and Dowager

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Watch Night Services Held Last Night 
by Methodists. 


GATHERINGS AT TRINITY, Sr. JOHN’S 
AND CENTENARY CHURCHES 


How the Watch Night Services Origin- 
ated—John Wesley’s Statement About 
the First Meetings in Kingswood—The 
Reformation They Wrought in the 
Colliers—Watch Night Hymns. 


Come let us anew our 8 pursue. 
Roll round with the roe 

And never stand still till the Master appear. 

His adorable will let us gladly fulfill and our tal- 

By fhe 1 of hope and the labors of love. 

This is the first ofthe three stanzas which 
makeup the beautiful watch-night hymn, 
known as the covenant hymn, composed by 
Charles Wesley over a century ago. The par- 
ticular element of the economy ofthe Metho- 
dist Church, for which the hymn was de- 
signed, namely the vigil kept on the last 
night of each year, still lives, and 
was observed last night in several 
Methodist churches, in ancient and honor 
able form. Watch- night service is one of the 
most unique and solemn devotions practiced 
in Christian churches. 

The exercises usually begin about 9or 10 
o’clock on the last night of the year, and the 
Watch- night services held in this city last 
evening observed thisrule. The dying hours 
of 1892 were occupied by the faithful who at- 
tended the services in singing hymns and in 
praying. The pastors and local preachers of 
the churches delivered stirring homilies 
upon the lessons to be drawn from 
the past and the rules to be 
observed in the future. A few minutes be- 
fore the fatal toll of the clock, which marked 
the passing of the old year, the worshipers 
shut their hymn books, and the pastor closed 
his Bible. And as the din of horns, the blare 
of drums, the clangor of bellsand the ioud 
reverberations of guns proclaimed a boister- 
ous welcome tothe new year the keepers of 
the watch-night vigil engaged in silent prayer 
until the racket without died away. Then 
the worshipers resumed their hymnals, 


sang the Covenant hymn and departed for 
their homes with the happy thought that 
they had begun the new year well. 
ORIGINATED BY METHODISTS. 
Watch-night services are no longer identi- 
fied with any one church, but they date 
from the birth of Methodism in the mi dle of 
the eighteenth century. The origin of 
the service is as singular as its 
practice. Miles, in his History of Method- 
ism,’”’ says of watch- -night observances: 
„»The custom was begun at Kingswood, 
England, by the colliers there, who before 
their conversion used to spend every Satur- 
day night at the ale-house, After they were 
taught better they spent that night in 
prayer. Mr. Wesley, hearing of it, ordered 
it first to be once a month atthe full of the 
moon, then once a quarter, and recommended 
it to all his sociefies. His own 
account of it 1s: * was in-

One of the 
hymns which form a part of the watch-night 
services and which is from the zealous muse 
of Charles Wesley, the brother of John Wes- 
ley, thus recalls the conversion of the Kings- 
wood miners:

ST NIGHT’S SERVICES. 

At Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Tenth and North Market streets, the watch 
night services were very solemn and interest- 
ing. The pastor, Rev. J. P. Marlatt, led the 
singing and praying and delivered a stron 
exhortation to his people. The members o 
the church told their religious experiences, 
and a mourners' bench’’ was set aside for 
penitent sinners. The exercises closed 
shortly after midnight with the singing of 
the covenant hymn. 

Rev. Dr. John Matthews, pastor of St. 
John’s M. EK. Church South, northwest cor- 
ner of Locust street and Ewing avenue, 1 — 
an old-fashioned watch - nignt meeting 
ginning at 9 0’clock and ending with the birth 
of the new year. There was a large congre- 
gationand they entered with much zest into 
the spirit of the exercises. Dr. Matthews 
preached, and the congregation praped and 
sang the watch night hymns. Shortly before 
the ‘noon of night,’ as Wesley termed it. the 
congregation engaged in silent prayer,which 
lasted until the midnight hour was assed, 
when the exercises were closed with the 
singing of the covenant hymn. 

Centenary Southern Methodist Church, 
which has always been foremost in watch- 
night services, was not behindhand last night. 
AtYo’clock a large congregation was as 
sembled in the church, and with -appropri- 
ate relgious exercises, led by the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. S. H. Woerlein they bad, adieu 
to 1892, and welcomed 1893. The hymns and

It is of huge size, 
presenting the chief point of difference be- 
tween this reptile and the rhinoceros.

Such a reptile 
was Atlantosaurus, for instance. whose 
thighbone, 6feet 2 inches in height, is de- 
picted here. Itis supposed that this reptile 
traveled on his hind legs, much after the 
fashion of a human biped.

After the Hstener had stuffedall these in 
notes he said: 

Can you give an outline of the great 
round-dance song of the ‘Hock-e-a-yum.’ 
This is the great torture-dance so famous in 
the history of the Indians of the Plains as 
well as other tribes?’’ He nodded assent. 
Before he sang it, however, Se-chi-tee told in 
connection with this wonderful chant a bit 
of news concerning its origin. 

Se-chi-tee said through the interpreter: 

„„When I wasa boy about 10 or 12 years of 
age there lived a band of Indians known as 
‘The Staitaus or Flyers.’ That was about 
1804. These Staitaus, it appeared from his 
story, only numbered about one hundred 
braves, but they were the most ferocious of 
all the ‘American Indians. They were Indian 
outlaws compoged of Cheyennesand Sioux. 
They were the Best mounted horsemen of the 
plains. They were the best riders. They 
moved witn the big herds of buffalo and 
knew the split and the surround. They never 
surrendered. They faced every foe and con- 
quered or died. Their squaws rode in the 
ranks at their side and spared noone. They 
had no flag of truce, and neither gave nor 
asked quarter. 

The secret of the wonderful valor and en- 
durance of this handful of flying horsemen 
was in ‘the terrific tortures which they in- 
flicted on each other. They were the origin- 
ators in early times of the ‘‘Hock-e-a-yum,’’ 
or torture dance, in the midst of which a 
warrior was banged to a beam by the pec- 
toral muscles of the breast, under which a 
stone knife bad been passed, leaving a bleed- 
ing slit through which a rope of horsehair 
was drawn and fastened to the wooden 
toggles that suspended him high in the 
air. The custom spread and was practiced 
by the Sioux, Gros Ventres, Nez Perces, Man- 
dans, Cheyennesand other Indians of the 
plains and surrounding country. This band 
of bra ves inthe early part of this century 
was exterminated near lodge Pole Creek, on 
the North Platte River, probably by the 
Sioux. They had their imitators in the 
hand of Canoe, one of the three bands 
ofthe South Assiniboine. Many years ago 
his fierce band while out hunting the 
buffalo got caught and bewildered with the 
helpless brutes themselves in the snows of 
the prairies had sought the sheiter of the 
woods by Lake Mandan. Soon they were 
surrounded by the Mandans and Gros Ven- 
tres. Seeing escape was impossible and 
slaughter inevitable, their war chief, Tall 
Bull, cried out to his warriors: ‘‘Follow me!’’ 
They followed where he lead in single fle. 
Be tore them opened an air-hole through the 
ice, where a whirling eddy circled in the 
swift current of the waterofthe lake. With 
a proud, defiant stride Tall Bull stepped up 
to the icy door and disappeared at a single 
plunge. One by one the plumed warriors 
passed from view ateach successive plunge 
until at last they hadall sunk out of sight 
below the smooth, icy surface of the haunted 
Leke of Madnan. '

Prince Henri of Orleans Writes About 


China and the Tonquin. 
Pau, France, Dec. 31.—Prince Henri of Or- 
leans has just returned from an extensive 
ourney through Indo-China, and has brought 
with him a number of interesting objects and 
papers on the condition of the country, drawn 
up by himself. 
Prince Henri says that the country Is still 
unsafe on account of the depredations 


of numerous pirates, and that there 
are many evidences of jealous 
interference on the rt or the 
English and Chinese with French institu- 
tions. China evinces not the slightest re- 
gard for the treaties which it made with 
France in 1885, and French military posts 
like that of Dien Bien-fou at Tonquin are 
often wiped out of existence ina nightby a 
detachment of regular Chinese troops that 
far outnumber the soldiers stationed at the 
post. Nothing but main force and the main. 
tenance ofa standing colonial army can rem 
edy these evilsand make French authority 
felt in Tonguin. 

The mineral wealth of ees is consider- 
able, with plenty of copper, gold and silver 
to be deducted from the mines, although lit- 
tle has been done as yet in that airection. 
Tea, coffee, indigo, cotton, rice, setc., grow 
in abundaace, and the natives are frugal, 
peaceful and industrious, while the handi- 
crafts bent 

indef®ndent of its natural riches and re- 
sources, commercial transactions with China 
canbe greatly facilitated by using the Red 
River and the Black Stream of Tonquin and 
the Me-Kongof Cochin-China, if the Chinese 
were madeto fulfill their obligation under 
the treaty of expending $16,000,000 to improve 
the roads of Southern China, which they 
have not yet begunto do. Another factor 
which makes Tonquin one of the most destra- 
ble colonies is its abundance of coal, Thisis 
by no means a mythb,as it has been previously 
reported, and it has already been demon- 
strated that the coal fields can be worked 
with the utmost facility from the surface 
ofthe earth. No other nation which navi- 
gates the Chinese seas possesses such a nat- 
ural fuel field for its vessels. England, for 
example, is obliged to maintain at Hong- 
Kong an enormous coal station at consider- 
able cost. Thus France holds the key toa 
very D situation, offering many ad- 
vantages whit should be regarded as a 
strong incentive to establish French power 
on a more solid basis in the Tonquin.

ITIC—THE GOBLIN CUSTOM-HOUSE.

Once there was a body—the Body Politic., It 
did an kinds ot work with Hand and Brain 
and Eyé and Voice. It was supported by two 
strong Legs—once as stout and sturdy Legs 
as ever were created. It was enabled to go 
about and to do its work entirely by means of 
these two Legs. One of them was called, in 
the language of the country, Farmer, which 
signifies the Right Leg. The other, also in 
the language of the country, was called La- 
borer, or Left Leg.

Then the Legs said, ‘‘Nay, but in time of 
trouble what would become of you if the 
Foreigner was dragged away?’’ But the 
Voice laughed and said, What care we? 
Behold the cheapness of the Loaf!’’ So the 
Legs were quiet. But they wasted more and 
more, and the muscles and the strength went 
upward and deserted the Legs and became 
new Hands, and demanded work, anda still 
more work; and the Hands increased and 
multiplied—always drawing up the strength 
of the Legs—till there was not enough work 
forgfall these Hands, and so work] became 
scarcer, and even at starvation wages there 
was not enough work to go round. Then 
many perished of famine and others declined 
and died for want of better food. 
But still the Voice cried out, What 
care we? Behold the cheapness 
ofthe Loaf! Then there came a day when 
the two Legs could live no longer, Then they 
said, ‘*We die, unnatural fellow members of 
the Body Politic. You have killed us. But 
we shall be avenged. For henceforth you 
shall become cowards, because you will not 
be able to fight for want of us to support you 
intime of war. Moreover, you will have no 
more soldiers to(fight for you, because we, 
who gave you all your soldiers in times past, 
shall give you no more. And your workmen 
shall starve, because there will not be 
enough work for half or a quarter of those 
who have left us to seek work with 
vou. Then, at last, the Voice under- 
stood what had happened, and it cried 
out aloud, Fools! Wehave ruined our two 
natural Legs; we have’ given our wealth to 
the Foreigner-—that Leg which will betray us 
when trouble begins—and we have crowded 
the Body with those who ought to be with 
the Legs, all for the sake of showing a cheap 
loaf. And we have made it impossible for 
Handand Brainto get by their labor even 
money ehough to buy that cheapened loaf! 
Fools! Fools! Fools!“ Whatthe Body Politic 
did, on making this discovery, Iknow notas 
yet, nor do I know whether thgt Voice spoke 
too late or not. 


Let me return to the fainting Amelia, who 
interested us a fortnight ago. A lady reminds 
me ot the fashion of tight lacing, which was 
carried onto an incredible extent all through 
the last century. She also points out that, 
when the heroine faints, her stay-laces are 
instantly cut, an operation which never falls 
Ifa swoon was re- 
lieved by cutting the laces, it might be caused 
Or assisted by too tight lacing. Amelia no 
doubt followed the fashion. That rendered 
her liable to faintness. But the causes which 
we before suggested, without doubt, helped. 
Hence we so often come across the following 
passage: ‘‘Pale and fairting the helpless 
girl fell senseless upon the couch, where she 
lay with closed eyes. Sophia quick as 
lightning raisea her, and with 
her scissors cut the laces. 
A few moments after she languidly opened 
her lovely eyes, and, taking from the tearful 
Sophia’s hands the glass of cordial * * *,’’ 
Sophia, the confidante, always had her scis- 
sors ready for the operation which brought 
relief, and the cordial was never, fortunately, 
far to seek. Ibelleve that it was cherry 
brandy and that it stood on the mantleshelf 
like Mrs. Gamp’s gin. Certain it is that at 
afternoon tea cherry brandy or some other 
cordial ysed to be taken in the last century as 
a corrective to any ill effects that might fol- 
low thetea. Tightlucing, fainting andthe 
drinking of cordials—there are three good old 
customs all gone out. 


What becomes of all the old disused cus. 
toms’ The fact is that they go intu the Cus- 
tom- house of Goblin Land, where they are 
sometimes visited by antiquarians, histori- 
ans, poets and novelists. Sometimes, also, 
the Fairy Fashion visits the place and takes 
out a few forgotten customs, and restores 
them to the world for a brief space. It is a 
most remarkable museum. There is olling, 
curlingand powdering of the hair; there is 
wearing of wigs; painting the cheeks; snuff 
taking; playing long whist, Pope Joan, 
quadrille, ombre, and other forgotten 
games; dancing the hey, the gavotte, the 
minuet, the country dance, and the sara- 
band; drinking after dinner—the tempty bot- 
tles are there—a forest of empty 
bottles; beating the servants; singing 
comic songs; playing practical jokes; 
these are io the modern rooms. 
In the medieval rooms there is torturing of 
prisoners; burning Of heretics; boiling, 
roasting, and breaking On the wheel of crim, 
inals; blowing up with gunpowder—recently 
taken out and revived with dynamite ix- 
stead of powder; tilting and playing at tour- 
naments; going on pilgrimage; buying of 
pardons; eating with fingers, drinking out of 
horns, and many other curious customs. 
And there isthe very ancient room, where 
they worship ancestors or the sun, and fight 
the King of the Golden Bough, and offer sac- 
rifices to the Unknown and the Terrible; 
where are kept the monsters of land and sea; 
where they pass children through the fire— 
a wonderful room! They. have got a Branch 
of the Goblin Custom House at the Society of 
Antiquaries, but novelists ate not permitted 
to look at their collection. They admit all 
the rest of the world—these learned but 
severe antiquaries—but they draw the line at 
novelists; they blackball any unlucky novel- 
ist who may happen to p. to present himself,

thirty years later, as 
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paced up and down. He very frequently 
avalled himself of his opportunities, and, 
with the masterly dexterity and quickness 
which distinguished him, often succeeded in 
touching up’ each one of usin the course of 
a single promenade. * * Sometimes, 
what brains we nad were, I suppose, per- 
fectly addled by the horrors’ we were going 
through, and so, doing our work worse and 
worse, the lesson would end in a general 
rout. The class would be seen flying in all 
directions, hotly pursued by the ubiguitous 
rod, which seemed af these times to awake 
into a fiendish life of its own, and to bite and 
lacerate spontaneously.’’ 


That was the kind of school that used to be. 
It is not quite gone yet. There is one great 
school, at least, where the masters are per- 
mitted to carry canes and to use them on the 
boys. Never would I allow any boy in whom 
I was interested to go to that school. My own 
experience, though not quite so ferocious as 
the professor’s, has been pretty bad. My 
first teacher was an excellent scholar, one 
who had been CAptain of Westminster and a 
Fellow of his college; he was a sound theo- 
logian, and 11 admirable sermons of 
the High and Dry type; he was a good man 
and charitable; he had also been champion 
af the Light Weights at Oxford. Yet he had 
but one method of meeting incapacity 
and idleness. That method stood always 
ready for use inacorner. I generally es- 
caped, because I was born industrious. But 
there was one day whenlalways caught it. 
That was Monday, when I had to repeat the 
Catechism right through. In that admira- 
ble summary of Christian doctrine there are 
two hidden rocks, on one or other of which 
lalwaysjsplit. One was the answer to the 
question, What desirest thou inthe Lord's 
Prayer?’’ The other was the right order of 
the short answers at the end. I always 
mixed these short answers. They had no 
meaning to me—not the least; they were not 
explained, and one answer seemed to me 
just as good as another. Sol gave whatever 
answer first came into my bead—with re- 
sults. 


Leaving this good old scholar, I wentto a 
grammar school. Here the masters carried 
canes and used them. I remember that all 
day long one heard the whack !.whack ! whack! 
ofthe cane. All day longit never stopped. 
There were a big room and two or three 
smaller rooms—whack ! whack! whack! In the 
big room sat two or three masters, and while 
the Latin grammar was being heard—whack ! 
whack! whack !—at one end, arithmetic was 
practiced at the other-whack! whack! whack! 
Asthe door generally stood open we could 
hear the voice of the Head—whack! whack! 
whack! — roaring rebuke from one 
room, while from another—whacx ! 
whack! whack! — came the thinner 
voice of the French master, but 
always roaring and abusing—whack! whack! 
whack !—with boxing of ears and calling of 
names—whack! whack! whack! The first 
morning that I joined, the boys of my form 
ought to have done some exercise which they 
did not do—whack! whack! whack! ‘‘I’ll 
cane the whole class,’’ roared the master; 
and did it—there were twenty of us. He 
caned the innocent new comer, me, as well 
whack! whack! whack! I had to take my 
turn, though I Was a new boy. Pluck up, 
young un, I still hear the other boys say 
encouragingly as I stood out—whack! whack! 
whack —to take my punishment for an of- 
fense I had not committed. Whack! whack! 


Inow understand that the possession ofa 
cane and the power of using it are too much 
for most men. A thirst of cruelty is easily 
generated; a brutal lust for giving pain is 
born; they must always. be using that instru- 
ment; no man inthe world should be trusted 
with this encouragement tocruelty. There 
is some black cell in man’s brain which 
makes him easily inclined tocruelty. The 
examples of Nero, and the Grand Inquisitor, 
and Bishop Bonner and Robesplerre have 
been equaled in thousands of schools. 
There are things told of girls’ 
schools; there are things whispered 
of nunneries; there are cases of 
apprentices; all showing that the irrespons!- 
ble power of inflicting or ordering instant 
punishment should never, never, be placed 
in the hands of anyone—man or woman. In 
the modern system a boy has to be sent up to 
the head. Time elapses between offense and 
punishment, time for ‘reflection, condoning, 
substitution of admonition for flogging. But 
does not the old plan, so graphically told by 
Prof. Hales, show why boys loathed and 
hated the very memory of their school, and 
why the calling of a schoolmaster was held 
in contempt? 


We were talking of the autograph collec- 
tors, and I told this story: A certain collec- 
tor—a lady—asked me to get her an autograph 
letter of Prof. F. G., a friend of my own. I 
agreed to ask him for his signature at least. 
But the great man proved curiously amiable. 
He very kindly said. I will give you, for 
your friend, notonly my signature, but also 
an autograph letter. He sat aown and 
wrote that letter, which he gave me. I read 
it and thanked him without asmile. At cer- 
tain supreme moments one has complete 
command of both muscles: and. nerves. The 
letter ran as follows: 

1am pleased to be able to give the applicant, 
named, I believe. Walter Besant, a testimonial of 
personal gharacter. I would give him many testi- 
monials if Icould geta permanent income for a per- 
sistentborrower. I have known him for some years. 
He is frequently sober, sometimes respectful, well 
mannered when he pleases, and has neve: been 
found out, so far as I know, inanydishonesty. How 
far he may be trusted with other people's money, 
those who know him better than myself will be able 
to speak. For m own part, lhave never trustea 
him further than I could see him. He isséaid to 
gamble habitually, but I do not state this of personal 
knowledge, because I should decline to play with 
him even if he were to invite me. The little diffi- 
culty of the Right Bower up his coat sleeve at a re- 
centrace meeting was, he says, satisfactorily dis- 
posed of. He does not, asa rule, spend more than 
twice his wages—without counting the ticxs which 
he never pays. I believe that it is not true, as has 
been alleged, thathe has a wifein every colonial 
port. Hecannot do anything practical or useful. 
But he has a pretty wit, and has lampooned several 
very respectable gentiemen into the grave. In 
blackmailing he isa past master. It is not true that 


he has been frequently horsewhipped, but I know 


fer a fact that several persons who at various times 
have set out with the purpose of horsewhipping him 
have returned on shutters. Heisa most earnest, 
whole-souled gentieman. whose appointment to the 
post which he sees, that of window cleaner to the 
work-house, will give the greatest satisfaction to 
all those who at present have to lend him half- 
crowns, on application, to keep him going. (Signed)

Those interested in theatrical matters will 
find in the work of William T. Price, The 
Technique of the Drama, much that is in- 
teresting and instractive. Mr. Price shows 
that he is widely read in dramatic literature, 
and that he has made a close study of the 
different schools. That his work is original 
cannot be said, the greater part being a com- 
pilation and epitomization of the views of 
those who have written plays and written 
of plays. This work has been very 
well done, indeed. But it is not to be sup- 
posed that Mr. Price has put none of his own 
ideas into his book. While giving weight to 
the opinions of those who have been recog- 
nized as authorities, he has no hesitation in 
expressing his own Views, and in some re- 
spects they differ widely from those held by 
the majority of literary men. For the Greek 
drama, regarded by a large and intelligent 
Class as the best the world has ever 
seen, Mr. Price has scant respect. 
The technical laws that governed it 
were in his opinion inconsistent with 
high art, and although he does not 
actually state it, the fact that he believes 
the Greek drama, from a histrionic, not from 
a literary standpoint, to have been a very 
crude production, is abundantly evident. 
The methods of the early French school are 
not treated with any gentler hand, although 
the brilliancy of such playwrights as Cor- 
neille ana Racine is fully admitted. The au- 
thor is a bitter enemy of artificiality and 
thoroughly modern in his spirit. He regards 
Victor Hugo as the pioneer inthe task of 
disenthralling the stage from the bond 
age imposed by the fixed rules laid 
down by the old school of writers. 
In fact he has very little respect for tech- 
nique. His division of the drama into three 
elements, the ethical, the sthetic and the 
technical, is very clearly explained, but it 18 
evident that he considers the second ot far 
greater importance than both of the others | 
combined. 

Three acts are, in his „ the proper 
number for a drama, * Bn the — sitlon, 
the developement and clima the de- 
nouement. It is a little staguier that a writer 
imbued with so modern a spirit as Mr. 
Price should cling to the idea that 
the climax should come before the end. 
He objects r to a play ending with a 
surprise, and believes that all the charac- 
ters should be gotten rid of leisurely. He 
denounces as vicious scenery for the sake of 
scenery, and is not in sympathy with a cer- 
tain modern tendency to make a play suc- 
cessful by the magnificence of its setting. 
His chapter on adaptation and dramatiza- 
tion is pecullarly good. Taken asa whole 
the book is a valuable aid to the study of the 
principles of the drama and of dramatic lit- 
erature.

It is assumed in what is said here that the 
reader is able to keep bis balance on the ice 
and to make progress, after a fashion, Ifa 
stroke has been made in a forward direction 
the unemployed leg will, on completing the 
thrust, be very much extended, while the 
knee of the employed leg will be bent and the 
whole body bowed forward, with the head 
Slightly inclinea downward. This attitude 
is not conducive to stability of balance, and 
should be corrected by straightening the 
em ployed leg and drawing in the unemployed 
one, at the same time raising the body to an 
easy, upright position.

Is there any reason why a little tvory ball 
spun around a roulette wheel, which is pro- 
Vided with 37 Nttle stalls, each of 
the same size and numbered from 9 to 36, 
should not fall in the 36th every time? Every 
one will say at once this question is absurd. 
Yet if it is absurd, can anyone explain why? 
If, at the termination of one spin, the ball 
has fallen into stall No, 26, why should it not 
fall there again on the next spin as well as 
into any other particular stall? Chance, you 
will say, is against it, and you will be right, 
but probably without being able to give a 
satisfactory reason why. That Is, it is not 
any easy matter to give a proper definition 
of the word chance. 

A record has recently been publishea giving 
the results of forty-eight days’ play at rou- 
jette table No. 2at Monte Carlo. This record 
was made up by persons not connected with 
the establishment and is probably accurate. 
It shows that in these forty-elght days’ 
play the ball on this particular table 
was spun 31,374 times. On the roulette table 
two colors are recognized, black and red,and 
they are equally distributed among the thir- 
ty-six stalls of the wheel (excluding the 
zero), and we should expect that out of such 
a@ great number of spins the red and the 
black should have appeared an equal number 
oftimes. What actually occurred is graph- 
ically represented as follows: 
Number of Spins 

31,374. Red, 
‘ 15,283 

Inother words, after spinning the little 
ivory ballaroundthe wheel 31,374 consecu- 
tive times—a task which occupied the greater 
part of each day for forty-eight days—the 
biack appeared just nine times oftener than 
the red. The average forthe difference be- 
tween the two colors for each day of the 
forty-eight was sixteen, and the greatest dif- 
ference between themon anyons day was 
fifty-seven. The greatest total difference 
betweenjthem at any one time was 108; that 
is, from the beginning of the forty-eight days 
of which the record was kept, the Diack and 
the red were never more than 108 apart, and 
at the end of the month and a half they were 
practically even. i 

ain, in 31,074 spins, any first-class gam- 
bler will tell you, each of the thirty-seven 
numbers (inclucing the zero) should have 
appeared S47 times. 

He will not be able to tell you why it should 
be so. He will merely say that, in the long 
run, it must be so, becausedt has always been 
so inthe past. Asa matter of fact one num- 
ber, the 7, appeared precisely 847times. Then 
other numbers appeared within the range 
from 842 to 862, and fifteen other numbers 
from 884 to858. So that out of 37 numbers 26 
appeared within 25 of the correct mathe- 
maticalaverage. Of the remaining numbers 
8 appeared within 50 of the required 847, and 
the other five were somewhat further out of 
the way, but the greatest error of all was 
seventy-nine, which is pretty good, consid- 
ering the number ofspins. If the record had 
been compiled after twice as many spins, the 
error would probably Mave been reduced 
one-half. 

Now in order to appreciate the full value of 
this record, which is sufficiently accurate to 
show that chance is absolutely impartial, it 
is necessary to dwell fora moment on some 
of the other averages that chance is obliged 
to keep up on the roulette table. There are 
on the roulette table 55 modes of betting, 
namely:. Even chase, ; dozens .and 
columns, 6; transyers@ts, u; Squares (French 
carres), 23; complete ‘transversals (transer- 
sals pleiner), 17; a cheva, 60; complete num 
bers, 37. 

Now, each one of these different ways has in 
the long run, such as that kept on record, an 
average tokeepup, besides which there are 
averages on every other possible combina- 
tion of chances which may possibly occur, 
although the means are not provided to Det 
onthem.

as fifteen on odd or even was never enconn- 
tered. Asa matter of fact, in the records of 
the forty-eight days from which the analysis 
given above is taken, a series of fifteen on 
even does occur. 

But aseries of that length on any even 
chance is mathematica'ily due only once in 
32. 767 coups, or to be more accurate—as one 
chance cannot be taken without the opposite 
one—twice in 65,534 coups. It should, more- 
over, be a matter of surprise if it did not 
occur even in three four times that large 
number, because eventsthat take place so 
seldom require proportionately long periods 
in order to establish themselves. 

Other players, again, will wait till one of 
the even chances has appeared a certain 
number of times—say six—before they begin 
staking against It, their argument being that 


after it has come up six times in succession 
itcannot be as likely to appear so many 
times more asit would be after appearing | 
only once. But what has gone before has no 
influence on whatis to follow; when,such a a 
series has appeared the odds against ft, viz., | 
63 to 1, have already been evercome. 

In the same way the odds against a series 
of 28 are more than 256,000,000 to 1; but the 
moment such a series made its appearance 
these enormous odds would have been al- 
reudy vanquished and it would be only even 
betting against the same chance appearing | 
for the 29th time. For it should be remembD.- | 
ered that a series of is only raie because 
one of 2 so seldom occurs. If the latter ap- 
peared on 100 different occasions, on 50 of 
these it would go on to Dor more and on the 
other 0 revert to the opposite chance. By 
the first axiom also the absurdity or waiting 
foran even chance toappearany number of 
times before staking against it is made clear. 
For there are as many series of as of 7 and 
over 7; as many series of 7 as of8 and over s;

TO DESTROY A LEANING TOWER. 


The Torre Nueva at Saragossa Has Be- 
come Too Dangerous. 
Written for the SuNDAY Fosr-Disrarck. 

The Torre Nueva, or new tower of Sara- 
gossa, is to be pulled down. This tower 
rivals tha¢ famous one at Pisa in its inciin- 
ation from the perpendicular. It has gone 
so far in the four centuries since its erection 
that it has bécome dangerous and is now in 
course of demolition. 

The tower was built in the market place of 
Saragossa, known as the Plaza San Felipe, in 


1504, and at the time the workmen began 
tearing it down leaned ten feet outof the

perpendicular. In general style the tower is 
Moorish, yet coarserin detail) than the gen- 
ulne Saracenic architecture of Spain. The 
fact that it was dangerous was reason 
enough for pulling it down, Dut it should 
have been rebuilt ona proper foundation, 
not totally destroyed. 

The tower before demolition began was 230 
feet high. The walis for the first two stages 
on the leaning side were 18 feet thick and on 
the opposite side 12 feet thick. The extra 
thickness on the south, or leaning side, was 
made in 1860. The central staircase is 12 feet 
wide and is built in a closed well to the top 
ofthe structure. Thetower is 42 feet wide 
at the base, diminishing to 30 feet at the top. 
With the destructionjof this old watch-tower 
Saragossa loses, next tothe relics of the In- 
quisition, its greatest curiosity. .

Ihe outside edge forward Is 
the normal way of advancing, and no per- 
son may properly call himself a skater who 
isnot proficient inthis respect. Although 
the inside edge forward in correct skating 
should be employed only in figure-making, it 
is the way that is used by fully nine-tenths 
ofthe skaters in the vicinity of New York. 
When the skater is traveling upon an outside 
forward edge the line of the shoulders 
shows across the line of the foot, so as to 
make with it upon the side to which 
the skater fronts an angle of 
about 135 deg. When traveling upon 
either of the other three edges this 
angle should be opened still further and 
should be from about 160 deg. in the case of 
an inside forward edge to 170 deg. in the case 
of an outside back edge. ‘hese various po- 
sitions are delineated in figure 3. which Is 
drawn for the right foot, and in which the 
line of the shoulders ts, in the case of each 
edge, indicated by a dotted line. 

The arms should be held easily at the sides, 
although considerable latitude is allowed in 
this regard, it being understood thatin no 
case shall they be swung u or held 
akimbo. After the stroke is made the unem- 
ployed leg should be drawn up to the other, 
with the toe of the foot pointing outward and 
downward, When the next stroke is uiade it 
should be done easily, with a sway of the 
body, tothe other balance. The accompany- 
ing cuts adequately illustrate these remarks. 

The eye can at once distinguish between 
what is graceful and what is awkward, and 
it is only necessary to enjoin upon the reader 
the fact which has a n stated, that 
the chief thing to be attained is gracefuiness. 
It is a singular fact that out of the total 
number of women who skate the great ma- 
jority do so correctly.

Mr. John D. Rocketeller’s Gift of Another 
Million Dollars. 


The biggest Christmas gift this year was 
received by the University of Chicago. It 
was $1,000,000 in gold bonds bearing 5 per cent 
interest, payable semi-annually, and John 
D. Rockefeller was the giver. 

Christmas morning the mail of President 
W. F. Harper of the Chicago University was 


somewhat larger than usual. Near the last 
wasa brief note informing him that Mr. 
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first gift was $600,000 in cash, made Jan. 1, 
1890. In September, 1890, he gave $1,000,000 in 
cash; Feb, 23, 1892, $1,000,000 in gold bonds, 
and then comes the present Christmas gift.

It May Seriously Disturb the Social Bea- 
son at Nice, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH: 

Paris, Dec, 18,—This is a season wuen 
everybody begins to think of a flight from 
Paris tothe sunny Riviera. The weather has 
become cold and gray and disagreeable, with 
fitful snow showers and their dismal results 
of slushy streets. There is no sunshine at all 
—at least none to speak of. These are the 
shortest days of the year, so in this Northern 
clime, Paris being in the latitude of Mon- 
treal, we have barely eight hours of day- 
light, and those are generally obscured by 
clouds or fog, So it is no*°wonder that every- 
body that can travel ts packihg his or her 
trunks for a flight to some Southern place of 
winter resort. 

Not to Nice, however. I begin to imagine 
that this once favored spot will not enjoy its 
usual vogue this winter. The newspapers 
continually declare that crowds of people are 
arriving there, thatthe hotels are filled to 
overflowing, that all the villas are rented, 
etc, Private advices tell a differ- 
ent tale. In the first place the 
typhoid fever, which had greatly decreased 
and which was vanishing away altogether, 
has taken a fresh start and is worse than 
ever. There are cases of it in every quarter 
of the city, and no class of society has been 
spared. Secondly, the landlords of Nice 
formed this season a syndicate and decided 
on increasingthe rents of all available 
houses and fats to half as much 
again as they have ever asked, And 
thirdly, the municipal authorities 
have contmued to quarrel with the 
Countess of Caithness and her son, the Duke 
de Pomar, so the latter has sent in his resig- 
nation asa member ofthe committee onthe 
Carnival Festivities, and the lady declares 
that she will close her house and will not 
éeutertain at all this season. 

At first sight this would seem but a trifilng 
misfortune, as the mother and son are 
both ‘‘cranks’’ of a pronounced type. 
But Lady Caithness (or the Duchess de 
Pomar, as she prefers to be called, the 
first title being her own by right as the 
widow ofan Earl and the second being a 
**boughten’’ one), is one ofthe best known 
ot the hostesses of Nice. She occupies one of 
the handsomest suites of apartments in the 
city, witha private ball-room included, and 
she has been wont to entertain continually 
and lavishly throughout the winter. Her 
faacy costume balls especlally have been 
celebrated Inthe annals of the Nice festiv- 
tles. And really, in the quarrel that 
has arisen between the Duke and the 
municipal authorities, I cannot but think 
that the former was in the right. 

The cause of the dissension dates from the 
close last spring of the season on the Riviera 
Ihe Duke, according to invariable custom, 
had engaged a sleeping car from Niceto 
Paris, 
his tickets some weeks beforehand, 
anecessary precautiom at that 
universalexodus. Also accommodation was 
secured for the servants, ten in number, and an 
extra baggage car was taken for the trans- 
portation of the innumerable trunks. Every- 
thing was arranged.
